RESISTANCE IN OUR RANKS 

Opponents of legalized-pot initiatives may be 
marijuana users you know! Bg RmsBelville 


In 2010, Oaksterdam University founder 
Richard Lee sank $1.5 million into get¬ 
ting marijuana legalization on the ballot 
in California for the first time in 28 
years. California’s Proposition 19 marked 
the first time such a reform initiative 
made the ballot without funding from 
any of the so-called “big three” philan¬ 
thropist billionaires who have supported 
marijuana law reform: George Soros, 
Peter Lewis and John Sperling. How¬ 
ever, Prop. 19 fell short on election day, 
garnering just 46.5 percent of the vote. 
While the usual contingent of police 
departments, prison guards, parents’ 


groups and prohibition pimps fell in line 
to denounce legalization, an unexpected 
special interest group joined them: 
several medical marijuana dispensaries, 
clinics, doctors, growers and patients. 

As the summer of 2010 unfolded, some 
medical marijuana businesses mounted 
a vocal opposition effort to Prop. 19 and 
even produced anti-19 propaganda that 
was distributed with every transaction. 
Owners of dispensaries like MediCann, 
the Canny Bus and CannaCare were all 
over the media, denouncing the limits 
proposed by the initiative—“only” an 
ounce and a 25-square-foot personal 


garden—as well as 
weaving conspiracy 
theories about the 
Bay Area’s monopo¬ 
lization of the 
state’s legalized can¬ 
nabis trade, more 
details are available 
online at 

rad-r. us/420salad). 

It’s difficult to tell 
how much impact 
these groups had in 
Prop. 19’s heart- 
breakingly slim 3.5 
percent electoral 
defeat. The “Emerald 
Triangle” counties 
(Humboldt, Men¬ 
docino and Trinity), 
where marijuana 
growing dominates 
the local economy, 
voted down Prop. 

19 at rates equal 
to or greater than 
the statewide vote. 
Los Angeles County, 
where dispensaries 
are supposedly as ubiquitous as Star- 
bucks, also voted no, but at 52 percent 
(versus the statewide “no” vote of 53.5 
percent). Greater support among Cali¬ 
fornia’s estimated 1.25 million medical 
marijuana patients may not have swung 
an election lost by some 689,000 votes, 
but it may have helped win a few more 
counties. 

Now the legalization action has moved 
to Colorado, where the Regulate Mari¬ 
juana Like Alcohol (RMLA) campaign 
has already qualified for the 2012 ballot 
as Amendment 64. The RMLA initiative 
would legalize possession of up to an 
ounce and home cultivation of up to six 
plants, plus allow a system of wholesale 
cultivation and retail distribution for 
every adult in the state age 21 and older. 
Yet despite its similarity to the current 
medical marijuana program, once again 
patients’ groups are organizing to defeat it. 
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A brand-new, entrenched special interest group 
has emerged—one that benefits from the status 
quo of medical exceptions to pot prohibition. 


Amendment 64 “will be Prop. 19 
all over again,” says Kathleen Chippi of 
the Patient Caregiver Rights Litigation 
Project, “and we will help kill it with 
smiles on our faces. It is better to have 
nothing different rather than have shit 
language screw with patients, caregivers 
and voters in general for years to come.” 

The primary opponents of RMLA 
include the Cannabis Therapy Institute, 
headed by patient advocate Laura Kriho, 
which is currently pushing for another 
reform initiative that would legalize per¬ 
sonal marijuana use without limits for 
every adult age 18 and older. The website 
for this initiative labels RMLA “fake 
legalization” that would make it “impos¬ 
sible for anyone but the very rich to 
participate in Colorado’s highly-regulated 
cannabis industry (oligopoly).” 

Thus far, these efforts seem focused 
only on tearing down the RMLA initia¬ 
tive, which is backed by NORML, the 
Marijuana Policy Project, the Drug Policy 
Alliance, Sensible Colorado and the 
Denver-based SAFER. Furthermore, as of 
press time, they had just begun gathering 
signatures. 

Meanwhile, Washington’s Initiative 
502 has also qualified for a statewide 
vote in 2012. It lacks the “home grow” 
provision of Colorado’s Amendment 64, 
but would otherwise legalize possession 


of up to an ounce and permit a system of 
wholesale cultivation and retail distribu¬ 
tion for all adults 21 and over. However, 
1-502 also contains a controversial 
per se DUID (driving under the influ¬ 
ence of drugs) provision for marijuana 
that has no foundation in science, 
which has given the anti-legalization 
patients’ groups a powerful platform 
for scaremongering. (So-called “per se” 
laws strictly forbid the presence of any 
prohibited substance in a person’s body 
while operating a motor vehicle, whether 
or not there’s evidence of impairment—a 
particularly unfair burden for cannabis 
consumers, given how long THC byprod¬ 
ucts remain at trace levels in the body.) 

According to Steve Sarich, writing in 
Northwest Leaf, a free monthly distributed 
at the Seattle (Medical) Cannabis Farm¬ 
ers Market: “1-502 destroys the rights of 
patients [and] takes away our right to 
drive ... [Every] medical cannabis patient 
will be illegal when they get behind the 
wheel.” Sarich adds that if you’re a dispen¬ 
sary owner, “you’ll be required to get a 
license and sell $600 an ounce pot.” 


Says one 1-502 organizer in response: 
“It’s sad when the only registered, 
organized and funded opposition 
to our campaign isn’t cops or par¬ 
ents’ groups—it’s medical marijuana 
dispensaries!” 

The lesson to be learned here is 
that a brand-new, entrenched special 
interest group has emerged—one that 
benefits from the status quo of medi¬ 
cal exceptions to pot prohibition—and 
future campaigns will have to take this 
“Patients Against (Certain Types of) 
Legalization” phenomenon into account. 

In the ashes of Prop. 19, five different 
groups formed to get “true legalization” 
on the California ballot in 2012. None 
received any significant funding or 
gathered enough signatures. As a result, 
no legalization initiative will appear 
on the statewide ballot this year, and 
Californians can now only witness the 
efforts of Coloradoans and Washingto¬ 
nians as they try to legalize marijuana 
first—despite the opposition of some 
people who can already smoke pot 
legally for medicinal purposes. ^

Want to reduce your auto¬ 
insurance rates? Break out 
the bong! 

A new article on the 
New York-based insur¬ 
ance website 4AutoInsur- 
anceQuote.org highlights 
a number of studies 
substantiating the notion 
that pot smokers are 
flat-out safer behind the 
wheel than alcohol drink¬ 
ers. The research shows 
that drinkers drive faster 
and more aggressively 
and tend to take more 
risks despite the fact 
that their driving skills 
have been impaired.

(Meadowsweet contains 
chemicals used to make 
modern-day aspirin.) 

Leave it to the Dutch to be 
eternally ahead of the curve 
when it comes to using can¬ 
nabis in all the ways it was 
intended to be. Truth be told, 
humankind is regressing: 
Medical marijuana patients 
never had to worry about 
prosecution 4,000 years ago. 
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In something of a “what 
the hell are they thinking?” 
move, the Dutch government 
is proceeding with shutting 
coffeeshop doors to tourists 
after allowing them to smoke 
in their country for more than 
30 years. With so much of the 
economy revolving around 
tourists who specifically visit 
the Netherlands to smoke 
openly in the shops—a well 
honored pastime—the new 
policies are poised to be an 
economic death sentence. 

Consider these two stats: 
Each year almost half a 
million Americans go to a 
coffeeshop while in Amster¬ 
dam—and 10 percent of all 
tourists who visit Holland cite 
coffeeshops as their number 
one reason for a visit. Regard¬ 
less of statistics or demand, 
the Dutch coffeeshops will 
close to all tourists. 


The Netherlands originally 
established their renowned 
coffeeshops in the 1970s as 
part of an effort to combat 
hard drug use by tolerating 
marijuana (which remains 


technically illegal). Despite 
the collapse of the conserva¬ 
tive coalition government on 
April 23, 2012, policies were 
put into effect banning tour¬ 
ists from coffeeshops in the 
country’s southern provinces 
beginning May 1. Amsterdam 
will say goodbye to the toler¬ 
ated operations beginning 
January 2013. 

The new laws force cof¬ 
feeshops to operate as private 
clubs where Dutch residents, 


18 or older, unwillingly are 
required to hand over private 
information (name, address 
and a photo) to appear on a 
club ID card. 

Named the wietpass or 


“weed pass,” each coffeeshop 
caps membership around 
2,000. The new law has 
already taken effect in Maas¬ 
tricht, a town which borders 
both Germany and Belgium, 
in an effort to crack down 


on drug trafficking across 
borders. Shops have already 
complained that membership 
limits have been reached and 
supply can’t keep up with the 
outpouring of demand. 

During the next few 
months, elections will be held 
and the Dutch will have the 
opportunity to vote a more 
cannabis-friendly govern¬ 
ment into power.

South Africa’s Die Antwoord tell the truth about Durban Poison, modern-day hip-hop 
and who they’d rather tour with: Lady Gaga or Celine Dion. By Justin Hampton 


As most Stateside zef wannabes know, the Internet-fueled 
success of South African rave-rap outfit Die Antwoord has 
been a long time coming. Frontman Ninja, a.k.a. Watkin 
Tudor Jones, began his career in the weed-oriented trio The 
Original Evergreens in the 1990s, later spinning off his rap 
persona into a host of alter egos, from the motivational- 
speaker satire Constructus Corporation to Max Normal. Yet 
it was with the relatively straightforward Die Antwoord that 
Ninja finally caught the world’s eye—especially after their 
“Enter the Ninja” video went viral and came to the atten¬ 
tion of various geek-culture tastemakers. Die Antwoord’s 
appearance at Coachella showed that they were more than 
just some ephemeral meme of the month, and Interscope’s 
US release of their first LP, $0$, soon followed. However, 

Die Antwoord’s relationship with their label quickly soured 
after the release of the single “Fok Julie Naaiers,” causing 
the group to release their follow-up album, Ten$ion, on their 
own Zef label. Just before taking off on a US tour, Ninja and 
co-conspirator Yo-Landi Vi$$er stopped by the High Times

| office to realize yet another longstanding dream and to 
| give us a glimpse of the fantasy that is their day-to-day. We

So how’s the weed in South 
Africa? Most people in the 
States know about Durban 
Poison... 

Ninja: That shit is weak—it’s 
a fucking fantasy. That shit 
is not strong at all ; [just the 
name] sounds cool. Like when 
Snoop came to South Africa, 
he’s like, “Yo, I want some Dur¬ 
ban Poison!” And then he’s like, 
“Uh, okay.” So it’s not that good. 

What’s good to smoke out Cape 
Town, then? Can you enlighten 
me? 

Ninja: Yeah—Malawi. It’s 
like a weird weed; it’s called 
“Malawi cob,” and then it’s like 
brown, and it’s kind of a sneaky 
weed. They pick it and then 
they put it in like a corncob 


milli, they call it, and then they 
bury it underground for a while 
and ... 

Yo-landi: For like three 
weeks. 

Ninja: You have to bury it, 
and then you take it out—you 
dig it out and you undo the 
cob and then you smoke the 
weed inside. It’s kind of sneaky, 
because you don’t think any¬ 
thing happened, and you he 
down and it’s like a chill-out 
one; it’s not like active. But the 
weed in South Africa [isn’t] 
like the weed in America at all. 
We don’t have the technology. 
It’s like Third World weed, you 
know? 

Tell me about The Original 
Evergreens, your first band. 
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From what I understand, they 
were supposed to be a South 
African version of Cypress 
Hill. 

Ninja: I used to be into 
rap music since I was like 
14, and I was listening to 
Cypress Hill. I used to wor¬ 
ship Cypress Hill, and I didn’t 
really know anything then—I 
was a bit too obsessed with 
Cypress Hill. I tried to sound 
exactly like B-Real for the 
vocals for years, because I 
couldn’t get away from how 
ill he sounded. So we used to 
smoke and listen to Cypress 
Hill, and that’s how we 
started learning how to rap, 
’cause I was kind of nervous 
in front of everyone—I would 
totally smoke a bong until 
I couldn’t walk, hardly. We 
were in this group called The 
Original Evergreens, but it 
was just kind of a silly band. 
Howard Marks, he did a 
documentary, and he used the 
song called “Puff the Magic” 
[for] the soundtrack. 

We actually used an Ever¬ 
greens lyric on the Tension 
album [in “Zefside Zol”]: “I 


get a cold bottle beer, crack it 
open / Down a whole bottle 
beer with a toke-it / Take the 
empty bottle beer, smash it 
broken / I stuff the neck full 
of dope, then I smoke it / Puff 
the smoke up my nose like a 
dragon / And I puff that magic 
and I drag on / I smoke-a the 
weed and I get-a the high / 
Now I’m like a-red in the eye.” 

So how did you get involved 
in hip-hop, Yo-Landi? 

Yo-Landi: I went to Ninja’s 
training camp five years ago. 
He trained me. And that’s 
how I got into it. 

Did you ever think you would 
do hip-hop? 

Yo-Landi: I love rap—I think 
it’s the shit! We used to listen 
to a lot of the early Eminem. 
And I like 01’ Dirty Bastard; 
he’s my favorite rapper. 

Ninja, you’ve spun off a lot of 
different personas aside from 
your current one: the Con- 
structus Corporation, Max 
Normal... Where do those 
come from? 


“I would totally smoke a bong 
until 1 couldn't walk, hardly. ” 


Ninja: I’m like a bit of a 
schizophrenic—I don’t know 
what’s going on a lot of the 
time, and I get confused. I was 
trying to work out who the 
fuck I was [back then]. So I 
was fucking with all different 
types of rap. Like, I was in a 
gang, like: “Yeah, I’m in this 
fucking gang, and my mother¬ 
fuckers, they’re just indestruc¬ 
tible.” And then all the fucking 
rappers got wack; everyone 
just fucking boring, dude. So 
after the fucking experimen¬ 
tal shit —really experimental, 
’cause I was feeling myself— 
then I was into Dr. Octagon. 

It was like, I was taking acid 
when I was lis¬ 
tening to him; I 
was very inspired 
by that tactic. So 
I was off to find 
another dimen¬ 
sion that you 
were not previ¬ 
ously aware of. 


You mention on the new LP’s 
“Fatty Boom Boom” that mod¬ 
ern hip-hop is “one big inbred 
fuckfest”... 

Yo-landi: You want to hear 
something funny? You know 
that chick, Lady Gaga? She 
offered us to tour with her, 
and you know what she said? 
“That would seriously fuck up 
our cool.” [ Laughs ] ’Cause you 
didn’t know what we’re gonna 
say... 

Ninja: And a lot of other 
people asked us, but the only 
person we wanna rock with— 
and, dude, I’m being really

Celine Dion.

Rad Times for a road-tested combo. By John Payne 



Call it opposition rock: Rad 

Times Xpress IV by Black 
Bananas is an electro-metal- 
punk-pop-dub-psych-soft-rock 
melange, waxing dense and 
chaotic with sonic screech. 

The band, which blew out of 
the ashes of singer Jennifer 
Herrema’s RTX—which, in 
turn, had segued out of her 
blues-rock-metal-skewering 
Royal Trux—already has a van¬ 
load of experience recycling 
pop culture garbage, so now 
it’s time to up their game. 

“It seemed like we had 
taken it one step further 
than RTX and might as well 
rechristen the project,” Her- 
rema says. “It’s kinda like 
you’re a senior and not a 
freshman anymore. Renaming 
the band makes it easier for 
people to remember it.” 

Recorded in a Huntington 
Beach, CA, studio not far from 
Herrema’s fave surfing spot, 
Rad Times is a concept album 
of sorts, wherein the pop 
culture trash gets dumped 
out, jumbled around in novel 
combinations and kickbooted 
back into the smog. With “Hot 


Stupid,” for example, you get 
a mysterious admixture of 
electro and headbanger rock 
fitted out with twining ’70s 
Heart/Boston guitars. Heavily 
riffing ditties like “Foxy Play¬ 
ground” and “My House” flare 
their long hair aggressively, 
while “TV Trouble” and “Acid 
Song” bubble over with ’70s 
pop-rock guitars—the Eagles

and “Brother Louie” vying for 
attention—and “Do It” sports 
shades of the Gap Band’s “You 
Dropped a Bomb on Me.” 

All these bizarre blends 
rarely give you a clear sense 
of where the band is coming 
from, which is a good thing— 
but sweat it not, says Her- 
rema, because Black Bananas 
is just making “future sounds 
for the future party.” 

“It’s like melding a lot of 
influences and not having 
them just sound retro; mak¬ 
ing it into something that 
becomes a whole in and of 


itself and defines something 
new. Then again, it all goes 
back to watching TV,” she 
adds with a laugh. “It’s always 
on, like white noise—a weird 
kind of static.” 

A significant portion of 
the approximately three tons 
of pop-rubbish DNA com¬ 
pressed into Rad Times finds 
its source in the funky stuff 
Herrema absorbed while 
growing up in southeast 
Washington, DC. 

“There were no white 
people anywhere near where 
I lived,” she recalls. “I was 
surrounded by the Junk Yard 
Band, Experience Unlimited, 
Rare Essence; that’s what 
you would hear all day, every 
day. Curtis Blow and Chuck 
Brown—yeah, Chuck Brown 
was fuckin’ dope, too. It 
was just all the freaky funk 
masters.” 


And now it can be told: 
Jennifer Herrema smokes 
pot. 

“Yeah, it’s just something 
different,” she says. “Some¬ 
times it gives me a lot of 
energy. Indica speeds me 
up, and sativa mellows me 
out. Instead of drinking 
coffee, I’ll just smoke some 
weed, and I’ll get some kind 
of clarity and go about my 
business. 

“I’ve been smoking since 
I was 13 ... then I stopped, 
’cause it made me with¬ 
drawn and kind of paranoid, 
and I do not like looking 
for black helicopters and 
shit. But four or five years 
ago, I was smoking weed 
with a friend, and it totally 
worked—it was that same 
fresh, eye-opening experience. 
It was awesome, and it’s still 
awesome to this day.”

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BUD DIAMONDS 

Pot, Inc. covers Colorado’s rapidly 
emerging medical marijuana industry. 


When Greg Campbell, the author of Blood 
Diamonds, decided to take an in-depth, book- 
length look at America’s highly misunderstood 
medical marijuana industry, he not only set out 
to interview patients, growers and providers, he 
also decided to join their ranks—first by signing 
up for Colorado’s ground¬ 
breaking medical marijuana 
program, then by setting up a 
six-plant grow op in his own 
suburban basement. 

“I really like to get my 
hands dirty when it comes 
to investigative reporting,” 

Campbell told High Times. 

“I learned that a successful 
marijuana grower doesn’t need 
to be a master horticulturalist. 

But to truly achieve the plant’s 
full medical potential does 
require an awful lot of due diligence.” 

A longtime war correspondent used to 
reporting from far-flung corners of the earth, 
Campbell recalled the moment he realized 
that his tiny, state-legal growroom officially 
made him an enemy combatant in the federal

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government’s ongoing War on 
Marijuana. 

“It didn’t occur to me until 
after I’d already started, but by 
cultivating those plants, I was 
risking a military invasion of 
my home,” he observed. 

And although Pot, Inc. 
carefully traces the history of 
medical marijuana in the United 
States from its earliest roots 
to its current “growing pains,” 
Campbell says he initially came 
to the subject from a “middle-of- 
the-road” perspective. Despite 
some experimentation in his 
past, the author was not a 
recreational pot smoker and had 
no need for medical cannabis, 
either. But he nonetheless found 
himself fascinated by the birth 
of what he now calls “America’s 
most outlaw industry.” 

There were also some inter¬ 
esting parallels with his previous work. 

“Blood Diamonds had to do with an under¬ 
ground black market in a commodity that was 
moved from place to place through smuggling 
channels in order to enrich ruthless organiza¬ 
tions engaged in nefarious deeds,” Campbell 
said. “And so there’s a very 
direct parallel, at least when it 
comes to marijuana smuggled 
across the border from Mexico.” 

As an antidote to that awful 
status quo, Campbell says he’ll 
be enthusiastically backing 
Amendment 64, a voter initia¬ 
tive on the November 2012 
ballot that would legalize mari¬ 
juana for all adults in Colorado. 

“We’re the first state in the 
nation to set up a retail, for- 
profit system for the distri¬ 
bution of a federally prohibited drug, and by 
and large it’s working just fine. Society hasn’t 
melted down; there’s no gun battles between 
rival dispensary owners. And basically, a lot of 
the fears that the opponents raised just haven’t 
been borne out.”

In the first, it’s Election Day 2008; Alexander 
sees a handcuffed black man on his knees sur¬ 
rounded by cops. The author, an Ohio State law 
professor and former ACLU attorney, says she 
wondered what Obama’s victory would mean for 
African-Americans in the ’hood. In the second, 
just as she’s about to board a bus, Alexander sees 
a bright poster proclaiming “The Drug War Is 
the New Jim Crow.” “Yeah, that’s crazy,” she tells 
herself—but after amassing the evidence, she does 
a mental 180 and concludes that the Drug War is, 
in fact, today’s streamlined version of yesterday’s 

In The New Jim Crow, Alex¬ 
ander analyzes Supreme Court 
cases, presents statistics about 
sentencing, and unmasks cops, 
judges and prosecutors who 
have deprived and denied 
citizens of their constitu¬ 
tional rights. Then, too, she 
shows that when it comes to 
drugs and African-Americans, 
Barack Obama has proved to 
be no different than Reagan, 
Clinton and the two Bushes. 
Alexander’s call to arms offers 
evidence of racial profiling, blatant prejudice in 
state and federal courts and an ongoing vendetta 
against African-Americans arrested for possession 
of piddling amounts of crack and weed. 

Alexander rails against the inhumanity of 
the law without wallowing in rage or sinking 
into despair. No wonder that in Cornel West’s 
foreword, he calls The New Jim Crow “the secular 
Bible for a new social movement.”

1 cup sliced mushrooms 
1 cup diced steamed potatoes 
Itsp paprika 
2tspcumin 
% tsp cayenne pepper 

1 cup cooked long-grain brown rice 
20 small flour tortillas (soft taco size) 

2 cups shredded Cheddar cheese 
Salsa, sour cream and Ganja Guaca- 
mole to dress 

For the THC oil: 

7 tbsp olive oil 

Vs oz finely ground cannabis buds or 
% oz ground dry leaf trim 
In a double boiler, slowly heat 
the oil on low. Add the ground 
cannabis slowly, stirring until 
fully coated. Simmer over low 
heat for 45 minutes, stirring 
occasionally. Remove the 
mixture from heat and allow to 
cool before straining. Press the 
plant matter with the back of a 
spoon to get all the oil. 

For the burritos: 

Preheat the oven to 300°E In 
a two-quart pot, mix the two 
cans of beans with two to three 
tablespoons of water and bring 
to a simmer over low heat. 

While the beans cook, warm 
a saute pan over medium heat 


and add six tablespoons of THC 
oil. Let the oil warm for 30 sec¬ 
onds, then add the onion and 
saute until golden brown (about 
eight minutes). 

While the onion is cooking, 
toss the shredded zucchini 
with one teaspoon of salt in a 
colander, squeeze out the excess 
water and set aside. Add the 
bell pepper to the sauteed onion 
and cook for a few minutes 
before adding the mushrooms, 
zucchini and potatoes. Sprinkle 
with paprika, cumin and cay¬ 
enne pepper, cooking until the 
mushrooms have released their 
juices (about five minutes). 
Remove the veggie mix from 
heat and add the remaining one 
teaspoon of salt. Add cooked 
rice to the veggies and stir. 

Spread one heaping spoon¬ 
ful of beans onto each tortilla, 
then place one heaping spoon¬ 
ful of veggies and rice in the 
middle, topped by a sprinkle of 
cheese. To fold, bring the bot¬ 
tom edge of the tortilla up over 
the filling, then tuck in the 
sides and cover with the torti¬ 
lla’s top edge. Place the burrito 
in a glass pan and repeat until 
you have 20 little burritos or 
run out of filling. 

Brush the burritos with the 
remaining THC oil and bake for 
10 minutes, just until the tor¬ 
tillas are golden brown. Serve 
with salsa, sour cream and 
Ganja Guacamole! stones io

GROW BASICS 


The luxury of indoor with the power of outdoor.

Combining the best of both worlds— 
which is to say, an indoor growroom 
and an outdoor garden—can have major 
benefits for cannabis farmers and their 
crops. This is because greenhouse grow¬ 
ing is among the very best methods for 
the cultivation of any plant, combining 
precise and detailed garden control with 
the powerful benefits of our sun. 

So what exactly is a greenhouse? 
Simply put, a greenhouse is a building 
specially constructed for growing plants 
under controlled conditions, but with a 
translucent ceiling and walls that allow 
natural sunlight to enter. In fact, in 
Europe, greenhouses are most commonly 
referred to as glasshouses, because glass 
is generally the material of choice used 
to build greenhouses there. Hence, the 
best part of outdoor cultivation—the sun 
and its powerful spectrum of light—is 
brought into an indoor environment. 

Inside the greenhouse, all other condi¬ 
tions are established and maintained 
by the grower. While this is an ideal 
setup for optimizing a garden’s output, 
it also requires a great deal of work and 
management. Let’s start by taking a look 
at the different types of greenhouses 
available before getting into the more 
technical details of setting up your own 
personal greenhouse grow. 


Greenhouse Types 

Greenhouses come in a variety of sizes 
and types to accommodate almost any 
space and suit each grower’s specific 
circumstances and needs. The three 
basic types of greenhouses are attached, 
detached and connected. 

Attached greenhouses are simple and 
less expensive to design and construct 
since they’re always connected to 
another building, which cuts down on 
materials and costs (i.e., because one side 
of the future greenhouse already exists). 
The most common type of attached 
greenhouse is the lean-to, in which the 
greenhouse roof is attached to the pre¬ 
existing building’s wall and then slopes 
away, making it look as though the 
greenhouse is leaning into it. 

A detached or freestanding greenhouse 
is exactly what the name implies: a stand¬ 
alone structure with four discrete walls 
and a ceiling. The advantage here is that 
a detached greenhouse is not limited in 
its positioning by the need for a preexist¬ 
ing structure and can be built to reap 
the benefits of a given location’s natural 
advantages, such as sunlight, wind or 
water. Detached greenhouses are most 
commonly referred to as A-frames or 
even-spans, and these are the most com¬ 
mon greenhouse designs. Other A-frames 


with asymmetrical rooftops and designs 
are less common, but more adaptable to 
hillsides or other rugged terrain. 

When multiple greenhouses are joined 
together, they create a multi-span or con¬ 
nected greenhouse. Connected green¬ 
houses are ideal for large-scale commercial 
ops, where the greenhouse units are joined 
along the eaves to create a large, undivided 
space. This connected arrangement makes 
heating and cooling the gardens inside 
much more efficient and economical. 

In addition to these larger, permanent 
greenhouses, there are a couple of easily 
set up, climate-controlled structures for 
growing plants on a smaller or tempo¬ 
rary scale. Cold frames and hotbeds are 
two very popular types of greenhouse 
for the home grower or hobbyist. A cold 
frame is a structure of any size (usually 
made of inexpensive wood or plastic) 
that is covered with a translucent, heat¬ 
trapping material such as clear, thick 
plastic or thin plate glass. A hotbed is 
simply a cold frame fitted with any sort 
of heating system. Cold frames and hot¬ 
beds can both be as small as a large box 
or big enough for a human to walk into. 

Cold frames are heated by sunlight, 
which keeps their operational costs low. 
However, they’re also less stable and not 
very durable in extreme weather; nor

do they lend themselves to any sort of 
extensive environmental control equip¬ 
ment, as do the larger, more permanent 
greenhouse types listed above. 

Environmental Control 

When we talk about environmental con¬ 
trol inside a greenhouse, we’re referring 
specifically to temperature, humidity and 
air-quality control systems. Supplemental 
lighting is another possible component 
of environmental control. Depending 
on the type of greenhouse you choose, 
the options available for controlling the 
interior grow environment will vary 
greatly. Needless to say, a durable, stable 
greenhouse structure is required to 
incorporate industrial-sized equipment 
since smaller, less durable greenhouses 
will have trouble fitting or holding the 
larger gear. At the same time, larger 
greenhouses usually have some ventila¬ 
tion tools built directly into them—for 
example, low-velocity intake fans and 
exhaust vents in the rooftop. 

Temperature is perhaps the most 
important aspect of environmental con¬ 
trol in greenhouses, simply because of 
the nature of the structure. Greenhouses 
are built to allow sunlight in, thereby 
trapping the sun’s radiant heat (known 
as the “greenhouse effect”). This can be 


a good thing during colder seasons, but 
quite a nuisance during hot ones. Ideal 
daytime temps in a greenhouse usually 
run between 65°F and 80°F, depend¬ 
ing on the strains (most strains prefer 
between 72°F and 78°F). Nighttime 
temps will generally be cooler and range 
from 55°F to 65°F, depending on the lati¬ 
tude of the greenhouse and the season. 

Modern greenhouse climate control is 
highly automated. Sensors can monitor 
all environmental conditions, especially 
temperature, and trigger mechanical 
operations to bring them to optimal 
levels. For example, when a greenhouse 
gets too warm, motorized windows or 
vents (usually located at the top, or ridge, 


of the greenhouse) may open to exhaust 
hot air from the garden’s environs. Large 
fans, either hanging or placed at ground 
level, may be used to circulate air within 
the greenhouse or to aid in venting hot 
air out. In some greenhouses, particularly 
those in warmer regions, sensors may be 
used to turn on large industrial air condi¬ 
tioners to lower the garden temperature. 

Conversely, some greenhouses are con¬ 
structed to protect against colder climates. 
In these situations, heating systems within 
the greenhouse may be needed to supple¬ 
ment the heat collected from the sun. Hot- 
water and steam systems are two popular 
ways for growers to heat the interior of a 
greenhouse. 


Notes on Soil Temperature 

Soil temperature isn’t something you often hear about when it comes to cannabis cultivation: Indoor 
growers don’t need to worry as much about it, and outdoor growers are at the mercy of Mother Nature. 
However, for greenhouse growers, soil temperature can definitely be a concern. 

Soil temperature is important because it regulates the rate at which chemical reactions take place. 
This is especially important at the root-zone level, where nutrient uptake occurs. Furthermore, root 
structures won’t grow at all when root-zone temps fall below 45°F. This is especially important for young 
developing plants, because the size of the root zone directly affects the size of the plant above it. And, 
needless to say, bigger plants usually mean larger harvests. 

Some growers irrigate their gardens with warm water during colder periods; however, this infusion 
of heat won’t last more than 30 minutes, after which the cold sets in again. A continuous circulation of 
warm water under the garden beds is a much better method for getting soil temps to optimal levels. 
Floor-heating systems are also ideal, but these can be expensive. Warm-water circulation and even 
electric heating mats offer some of the more efficient and economical solutions for combating low soil 
temps. In the end, the reward will be better growth and yields, which makes the trouble well worth it. 
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Controlling Humidity 

As in any grow environment, humidity and temperature work together in a greenhouse. Humidity is the 
relative amount of water vapor in the air, which can be measured easily using a hygrometer. Most plants, 
including cannabis, do well with a relative humidity of 60%. Lower levels approaching the 40% threshold 
risk producing plant stress and inferior quality and yields. 

During the winter months, greenhouse humidity tends to dip. Look for drying leaf tips as a sign that 
the greenhouse humidity is too low. One common problem in both indoor growrooms and greenhouses 
during the winter season is that the use of heaters dries the air. There are a few easy ways to increase 
humidity in indoor spaces, including the use of standard domestic humidifiers. Other methods include 
more localized humidifying, such as the use of automated misters, or even periodic hand-spraying to 
keep individual plants or entire sections of the garden moist and humid. 

Another solution can be to place the plant containers in trays with a thin layer of hardened expanded 
clay (HEC) pebbles. Keeping a low level of water in the tray below the pebbles creates a continuous 
humid microclimate for these plants.

Supplemental Lighting 

Greenhouse lighting (i.e., light from 
sources excluding the Sun) usually refers 
to supplemental artificial lighting, just 
as one might find in a typical indoor 
growroom. Supplemental lighting in a 
greenhouse can be used for a variety 
of reasons, though it boils down to two 
basic functions. The first is the need to 
provide longer photoperiods for a seed¬ 
ling or clone nursery (or related mother 
plants), or to provide longer light cycles 
for transplanted or vegetating plants 
not yet ready to flower. The other is the 
need to garner extra annual flowering 
cycles once the Sun’s natural photope¬ 
riod becomes too short (primarily in the 
winter months or in extreme northern or 
southern locations). 


The first case usually warrants an 
additional wall within the greenhouse 
to cordon off a vegetative area with 
extended light periods from areas that 
have flowering cannabis plants requir¬ 
ing no more than 12 hours of light. These 
areas function just as an indoor nursery 
or veg room would and may use less 
intense forms of artificial lighting, such 
as fluorescent lights or low-wattage metal 
halide bulbs. During daytime hours, when 
the Sun provides adequate light, the arti¬ 
ficial lighting is either dimmed or turned 
off completely. This helps cut down on 
power costs and makes a greenhouse that 
much more efficient. 

In the second case, where the goal is 
to add an additional flowering cycle (or 
two) to a greenhouse’s annual run, the 


supplemental lighting follows along the 
same lines as extended lighting for a veg 
room or nursery—but in this case, the 
additional light extends the grow season 
beyond what the Sun can naturally pro¬ 
vide. In most areas (with the exception of 
those close to the equator), greenhouse 
growing is only viable from late spring 
through mid-fall—and in some less for¬ 
tunate areas of the planet, these growing 
months can be cut even shorter. 

Growers know that an extra cycle 
or two equals more harvests, so savvy 
greenhouse growers take advantage of 
their structures to hang high-intensity 
discharge (HID) lamps over their gar¬ 
dens. When the Sun’s daylight begins 
to wane to 10 (or eight, or even six) 
hours a day, growers can switch to their 
HID lighting to complete the 12-hour 
photoperiod for cannabis flowers. This 
supplemental lighting not only adds an 
additional crop to their yearly total, but 
it’s also more economical than going 
with a standard indoor grow, because the 
greenhouse will still get a few good hours 
of sunlight, saving the grower a chunk of 
money on additional kilowatt hours. 

Light Deprivation Techniques 

With the increasing popularity of medi¬ 
cal marijuana during the past decade, the 
use of light deprivation techniques for 
cannabis greenhouses has become wide¬ 
spread in the US, though such practices 
have been in use in other forms of agri¬ 
culture for centuries. For those new to 
the concept, light deprivation (or “light 
dep” for short) is a method of reducing 
the light cycle of flowering plants in 
which the greenhouse is actually covered 
to block light, thereby depriving gardens 
of a prolonged photoperiod. 

For cannabis cultivation, this process 
is integral to ensuring that plants stay 
in the flowering stage—a growth phase 
that requires 12 hours (or less) of light. 
Once the photoperiod begins to exceed 12 
hours, flowering cannabis plants are in 
danger of reverting back to their vegeta¬ 
tive stage of growth. This makes light 
deprivation techniques crucial for canna¬ 
bis farmers who rely on timely crops. 

One added benefit of using light-dep 
techniques lies in the ability to squeeze 
in an extra harvest during the summer 
months, when the Sun naturally provides 
a prolonged light cycle. By covering the 
greenhouse and limiting the daylight that 
plants receive to 12 hours, greenhouse 
growers can force a crop to flower earlier 
in the summer and get an extra harvest in 
before the traditional fall harvest.

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To cover a greenhouse and block out 
the sunlight, several methods may be 
used. For smaller greenhouses, such as 
lean-tos and cold frames, growers can 
simply pull heavy tarps over the struc¬ 
ture after 12 hours of sunlight. For larger 
commercial greenhouses, automated 


shading is usually installed and operated 
using programmable timers. The latter 
option is preferable even for smaller 
greenhouses because it helps to eliminate 
any human error during the sensitive 
flowering stage. After all, the last thing 
cannabis farmers need is light hitting 


their plants 
after the 12-hour 
photoperiod is 
complete, thus 
triggering them 
to revert back to 
veg. Such light 
stress confuses 
plants and inhib¬ 
its their growth and vigor, and it may 
even cause them to go hermaphrodite 
and produce smaller seeds. If a grower 
misses the time to manually cover the 
greenhouse—even by a few minutes—it 
can have disastrous effects on his or her 
cannabis crop. 

Today, there are many options for 
greenhouse farmers who want to utilize 
light-dep techniques for an extra harvest. 
Aside from automated shades, there are 
certain types of glass that can automati¬ 
cally tint and become opaque to block 
out light. There are also entire green¬ 
houses of varying sizes available with 
retractable roofs to ensure a complete 
light seal and a proper light-dep crop.

The High Times Doobie Awards celebrate their 


he Oscars, the Emmys, the 

Tonys, the Grammys ... it 
seems like hardly a month 
goes by when there isn’t 
some awards show on the 
tube. Well, back in 2000, we decided that 
High Times should have its own awards, 
and thus the Stonys (for movies and tele¬ 
vision) and the Doobies (for music) were 
born. On September 6, 2000, we held 
our hrst-ever Doobie Awards show at the 
now-defunct, 420-friendly Wetlands club 
in NYC. Bong trophies were given out in 
17 categories, with the venerable Jerry 
Garcia posthumously winning the first 
Lifetime Achievement Award. 


The second annual show, scheduled 
for September 12, 2001, was cancelled 
due to the terrorist attacks on 9/11. The 
Doobies came back strong the follow¬ 
ing year, however, with a tremendous 
show at B.B. King’s Blues Club & Grill in 
Times Square starring Joe Rogan, Dave 
Chappelle, Sean Paul, New Riders of the 
Purple Sage, and a hot new stoner metal 
band called High On Fire. 

Despite their success, the Doobies 
were put on hiatus from 2004 until 2006, 
when they were resurrected and moved 
from New York City to what has become 
their permanent new home at the South 
by Southwest (SXSW) music festival in 
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Doobies

Austin, TX, where we’d already been 
throwing an annual party since 1996. 
That year, we awarded a Best Radio Sta¬ 
tion award to KLBJ 93.7—“the Rock of 
Austin”—while Willie Nelson took home 
the Lifetime Achievement Award. 

It was in 2007 that I took over the 
responsibility of running the Doobie 
Awards as both producer and host. That 
year, we bestowed the Lifetime Achieve¬ 
ment Award upon Blue Cheer, and insti¬ 
tuted Austin’s first official pot-judging 
party—the Cowboy Cup. 

Since then, both the Doobies and the 
Cowboy Cup have flourished, attracting 
the kindest herb in Texas as well as loads

B-Doe returned the favor, 
making an appearance at the Cowboy 
Cup on Saturday, which was hosted by 
Austin Collective in a duplex condo with 
three balconies overlooking the city’s 
fabled Sixth Street strip.

I n the United States, it’s not uncom¬ 
mon to hear the Founding Fathers 
quoted as though they were demi¬ 
gods. They weighed in on just about 
everything—religion, friendship, thrift, 
moral duty—and provided more than a 
few concise thoughts about cannabis. 
“Sow it everywhere!” George Washington 
wrote, while John Adams predicted that 
“We shall, by and by, want a world of 
hemp more for our own consumption,” 
and Thomas Jefferson asserted: “Hemp 
is of hrst necessity to the wealth and 
protection of the country.” 

Unfortunately, their wise words have 
been deliberately ignored by those in 
charge of this country for the past 75 
years. But pot prohibition certainly hasn’t 
prevented marijuana’s ascendance to the 
top of the agricultural heap; it now holds 
the title of top cash crop in both the US 
and Canada. So as the plant’s acceptance 
continues to increase—along with the 
recognition that fresh domestic business 
ventures are essential to the revival of our 
sagging economy—high-minded, forward- 
looking marijuana growers are busy 
validating the Founders’ claims regarding 
Cannabis sativa. 

We are still in the infancy of the mod¬ 
ern cannabis industry. The acceptance of 


medical cannabis has enabled cultiva¬ 
tors in “legal” locales to come out of 
the closet (if not the basement). Serious 
growers want the best possible space to 
realize their dreams—and if they can’t 
find one ready-made, they’ll design it 
themselves. After all, if you’re looking to 
produce hundreds or even thousands of 
pounds per year, why settle for less? 

The folks at the BC Bud Depot clearly 
haven’t. Their facility in British Colum¬ 
bia is ensconced in a row of warehouse 
buildings situated in an industrial park 
located on the perimeter of town. From 
the outside, it doesn’t seem all that 
remarkable—but on the inside, a staff of 

10 works around the clock to ensure that 

11 different growrooms within the facility 
are producing the very best cannabis 
plants possible. 

These include six flowering rooms, as 
well as one room for mother plants, three 
veg rooms (with the overflow going into 
the mother room) and one drying room. 
There’s also an immaculate, compact 
cloning area where healthy babies are 
nurtured. And, of course, because the staff 
needs its space too, the facility features a 
kitchen, bedroom, and recreational area 
outfitted with a wide-screen TV and all of 
the essential video-gaming gear. 
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The level of production going on here 
requires in excess of 100,000 watts. Matt, 
the soft-spoken, hard-charging owner of 
BC Bud Depot, breaks down the lighting 
requirements as follows: “Let’s see, there 
are 94 1,000-watt lights in the flower 
rooms, 20 1,000-watters for the veg 
rooms ... that’s a total of 114 1,000-watt 
lights. We’ve also got 43 SunBlasters in 
the flowering rooms, fluorescents in the 
cloning closet and green service lighting 
in every room.” There are also Quantum 
Series digital ballasts are in use through¬ 
out the facility. 

Remarkably, this isn’t some sprawl¬ 
ing, aircraft-hangar-sized operation; 
the area of bud production is relatively 
compact—one huge, maze-like, two-level 
box structure built in the center of the 
warehouse. It was constructed in two 
stages over the course of three months 
and features catwalks and stairs and a 
series of doors that open up onto gardens 
in various stages of maturation. Matt 
estimates that the cost of this first facility 
was somewhere in the neighborhood 
of C$500,000 and adds that a second, 
similarly constructed indoor farm has 
just begun production. 

BC Bud Depot is known internation¬ 
ally as a company that focuses on seed 
production and distribution. But Matt 



was disturbed by the fact that numerous 
people with medical licenses from the 
Canadian government were unable to 
obtain their medicine safely. “The idea 
that a 60-year-old retired civil servant is 
forced to engage in street-level business 
transactions to satisfy their prescription 
was appalling to me,” he says. “The prob¬ 
lem lies with people’s inability to grow 
marijuana, or being unable to afford the 
cost of setting up.” 


Matt recognized the potential benefits 
of creating a large facility that would put 
him in direct contact with the patients 
themselves, who could provide feedback 
on his products and “ensure that what 
we put out there is tried, tested and 
true,” he says. 

A decade ago, Canada seemed poised 
to lead the world in creating a truly 
enlightened national medical marijuana 
program. However, Health Canada— 
the government agency charged with 
managing it—has consistently proven 
itself inept, while the current administra¬ 
tion of Prime Minister Stephen Harper 
has demonstrated that it is no friend of 
medical cannabis. 

“Harper chooses to buddy up with the 
United States, and the US is hard-line on 
marijuana,” Matt says. “We have some 
legalization in place, but the public is 
demanding more. We’re quite informed 
up here. On the world stage, though, 
Canada tries to look like it’s not soft on 
drugs.” 

Basically, under Canadian law, people 
may acquire a license to use or grow 
pot following a doctor’s certification of 
medical need. Patients are also able to 
designate another patient as their per¬ 
sonal grower. So despite the bureaucratic 
mismanagement and an unsupportive 
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Cultivation manager 
Jay inspects clones. 


government, a recognized medical mari¬ 
juana program is still functioning in this 
country—and BC Bud Depot’s gardens 
are not only completely sanctioned, 
but meet or exceed all of the standards 
required of them. 

Jay, who oversees the cultivation work 
here, says: “People who are in pain or 
with serious medical issues don’t neces¬ 
sarily own their own home or have space 
to grow. They have to look to guys like 
us, who can grow safe, legal medicine, 
rather than go to the street.” 

The BC Bud Depot facility serves multi¬ 
ple patients, and the Canadian authorities 
are kept fully up to speed as to the size 
of its operations. “Our licensing has been 
tight,” Matt says. “Product distributions 
are tracked all the time. We wanted to cre¬ 
ate transparency here. We’re not going to 
do anything wrong. In fact, we’re going to 
be as legal as we can possibly be.” 

Jay adds, “When inspectors come 
through, they’re used to seeing dungeons 
and basements, so they’re blown back 
by our place—and, by the end of the day, 
they end up shaking our hands. We’ve 
had several visits from them, and every 
single one has been very friendly. The 
simple fact is, the government’s going 
to have a hell of a time keeping up with 
the licensing and improving the system. 
They’ll have to write a law—a bunch of 
new laws—in order to streamline this. 
That’s when companies like ours will be 
called upon to assist in the transition.” 

So Matt and Jay both have their eyes 
on the future, even looking forward to a 
time when pot is completely legal. 

During my tour of the operation, Jay 
explains: “We’re a very business-like 
facility ... We want the guys we hire to 


get a trade out of this.” He points to a 
19-year-old worker named Tim, who is 
going about his tasks diligently. “Tim’s 
been here nearly a year, and he’s going to 
be a master grower,” Jay says. “As mari¬ 
juana becomes legal, there will be a great 
demand for trusted, expert people. In the 
future, there will be plenty of jobs for 
knowledgeable commercial growers. This 
is an apprenticeship, if you will.” 

My first stop on the tour is an upstairs 
room where the plants are in varying 
stages of growth. “We have three full- 
sized flowering rooms, which have four 
plants per light that produce from two 
to two and a half pounds per light,” Jay 
says. I note the 20 bud bulbs in each 
room, accompanied by the SunBlasters 


hanging lower to shed light on the sides 
of the plants. 

“We need space in those rooms,” Jay 
continues, “since they need to be spread 
out once they’re in bud. We don’t pack 
them in like a lot of people like to do. 

In here, we do pack them in ... but once 
they get to a certain size, we’ll spread 
them out, too. So we go from the mother 
room to the cloning closet and then plant 
them here. This is kind of our in-between 
room. They start at six inches and, once 
they get to a certain height, we’ll replant 
them in seven-gallon buckets, which is 
what we use when they’re in bud and in 
full production.” 

There are no giant, three-ton AC units 
here. Instead, the facility uses simple 
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Samsungs, with a backup floor unit at the 
ready in case of breakdowns. Addition¬ 
ally, each room is outfitted with eight-inch 
exhausts and equipped with air-in and 
air-out scrubbers to ensure that all of the 
air circulating here is clean. If the humid¬ 
ity reaches 70 percent, a humidistat kicks 
in and exhausts the room at roughly 800 
cubic feet per minute. 

Jay points out that the rooms have also 
been given a coat of “vapor barrier” paint, 
which is used in hospitals and kitchens 
and contains a fungicide to eliminate 
issues of mold. As the tour continues, he 
points out the wireless humidity and tem¬ 
perature controls, which allow the staff to 
check room levels without having to open 
the doors when the lights are off. 

BC Bud Depot is concentrating on four 
strains at this facility, of which Purple 
Kush is the most prominent. God Bud is 



here, too—the Depot’s 2004 High Times 
Cannabis Cup winner for Best Indica—as 
well as a few OG Kush and Green Crack 
specimens. 

Creating simplicity is the guiding 
principle in this new era of the company. 
The medium is a blend of Sun Gro Sun¬ 
shine #4, worm castings and dolomite 
lime, which neutralizes soil acidity and 
corrects the pH. For additives, General 
Hydroponics’ three-part program for all 
stages of vegetative and flowering growth 
is used. In weeks one, three, five and 
seven, the plants are also fed Bud Boom 
Plus from Plant Life products. 

The 400-gallon reservoir system fea¬ 
tures three pumps, one of them gravity- 
fed. More than 100 gallons are returned 
daily, which allows the facility to avoid 
using the hard water that flows through 
the local water system and can result 
in nutrient blockages. It also keeps the 
yearly water costs here to about C$1,000. 

Presently, BC Bud Depot is in contact 
with other breeders and plans to intro¬ 
duce two exciting new strains from the 
Far East, both specifically bred for medi¬ 
cal users. One of these strains, developed 
in Japan and not previously seen beyond 
its shores, is known as Shiatzu Kush, 
which reportedly affects the shiatsu 
points of the human body. 

“With this operation, we sense the end 
of pot prohibition,” Jay says optimistically. 
“We’re at ground zero of a new era.” 

“We’re going to take our existing sys¬ 
tems and apply them in other facilities 
with the people we have, and then hire 
people under those people so they get 
trained,” Matt adds. “We are continuing 
to build our base of knowledge; we try to 
school rather than create. One day, one of 
our workers like Tim will form his own 
team, and these young guys will have 
learned how to delegate downhill.” 

Upon the conclusion of my tour, it 
was hard not to think of another nugget 
from the Founding Fathers, this one by 
Thomas Jefferson in a letter to George 
Washington: “Agriculture is our wisest 
pursuit, because it will in the end con¬ 
tribute most to real wealth, good morals 
and happiness.” The BC Bud Depot facil¬ 
ity seemed excellent proof of Jefferson’s 
words, though it was more than a little 
ironic that, in order to see them in action 
on a grand scale, I had to leave the US 
and travel to Canada. ^

The Sativa Rush 

There’s little to debate when it comes to 
acknowledging that different strains of 
medicinal cannabis appear to be more 
effective at treating or alleviating par¬ 
ticular conditions based on individual 
patients’ requirements. In many dispen¬ 
saries and coffeeshops, mrfzca-dominant 
strains are awash in both the medicinal 
and recreational cannabis user markets. 
And why not? Indica strains do tend to 
have a high degree of potency and may 
provide quick and lasting relief from 
a variety of physical pains and other 
symptoms that are directly or indirectly 
linked to illness. Plus they tend to be 
easier and quicker to grow as well: No 
small consideration for the cultivator. 

However, for some, the indica ride 
is not what they are looking for to treat 
their symptoms or to function in a way 
that allows them to meet their daily 
goals and objectives. Indica -dominant 
effects, while occasionally psychedelic 
or trippy, tend to have a strong physi¬ 
cal and more narcotic effect. While not 
suggesting that these Kushy strains act

like depressants, they typically don’t § 

produce the stronger more pronounced | 
energetic mental high that is more char- ! 
acteristic of safzm-dominant strains. £

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“High” vs. “Stoned” 

Many younger marijuana users may 
hardly be able to recount any experi¬ 
ences with sativa strains, and older 
ones from generations ago have 
difficulty recollecting when they last 
encountered a good sativa strain from 
their garden, dispensary or coffeeshop. 
Sativa buds tend to smell and taste 
more “spicy” or “woodsy”. In fact, 
walking into a room after someone has 
smoked a sativa strain is like walk¬ 
ing into an exotic spice shop—it’s a 
symphony for finer-tuned senses.The 
effects of sativas are typically more 
“up” versus Kush or other indica- dom¬ 
inant strains. Patients who may prefer 
sativas are those that want a “happy” 
or “euphoric” sensation, without the 
strong, physically sedating effects. 

It’s like having a cup or two of coffee 
with a side of “giggles.” Sativa highs 
can be quite functional, and make no 
mistake, they can be extremely potent. 
Some strains, for example Mako Haze 
(Kiwi Seeds), have tested over 20 
percent THC.

Growing Sativas 

For designated growers, the lore sur¬ 
rounding the lanky, unruly growth 
habits and longer flowering times 
associated with sativas has kept some 
incredible strains more difficult for 
patients to access. 

Growers can cultivate sativas with 
consistent success. In fact, they may 
prefer the typically heavier yields per 
square foot of growing space that 
sativa- dominant strains may offer. 

When considering the growth 
rates, yields, medicinal qualities and 
bag appeal that today’s’ super sativas 
offer, it seems both growers and con¬ 
sumers are missing out on a very good 
thing in some places. 

Growing zmZzm-dominant strains 
medicinally indoors typically means a 
lot of veg time (to get the plants to a 
stature that will offer a decent yield) 
because most of these strains don’t 
produce much new growth after being 
flipped into the bud phase; if they do 
it’s mostly a stretching at the stems, 
which does not significantly increase 
yield mass potential. On top of that, 
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they’re often slower growers in the veg¬ 
etative stage too. 

On the other hand, a safz'm-dominant 
strain can produce a lot of new flower¬ 
ing sites during the bud phase very 
quickly, so growers need only vegetate 
their plants to 12 or 24 inches tall for 
high yielding plants that may finish as 
4' round bushes or even bigger. It also 
takes less light energy to do it when you 
consider that even at a longer sativa 
flowering period of 12 weeks, the plants 
required a fraction of the veg time (184- 
light hours). Basically, savvy super 
sativa growers can produce bigger yields 
in the same time, using less electricity, 
when they bank on super sativa growth 
rates in the bud phase. 

The Sativa Stretch 

Sometimes these super growth rates can 
catch less experienced medicinal growers 
by surprise, leading into a battle between 
the plant and the grower for the crop to 
finish within the vertical space available. 

Following is a guide that can help you 
tame the beasts that are super sativas-, 
allowing you to grow with jungle fever, 
even where space may be slightly limited. 
Following the guide, you’ll be able to 
grow sativas with a level of control and 
precision that you typically only find 
with “table” crops that are grown with 
very high individual planting densities in 
shorter, tight finishing plants. Even with 
lower plant numbers, medical grow¬ 
ers can potentially produce more high 
quality bud, using less electricity while 
offering medicinal qualities that are 
becoming a premium in today’s indica 
dominated medicinal marketplace. 

Gene Pool 

Like every crop, successful harvests 
depend on starting out with good quality 
genetics. There are lots of great sativas 
out there, and, if you’re willing to start 
from seed, there’s even more choices 
available. While sativas can have a 
range of flowering times, something that 
finishes within 12 weeks after budding is 
started is advisable; even if there is up to 
20% indica in the mix to keep flowering 
times and growth habits more manage¬ 
able. How many seeds you’re going to 
need to start will depend on whether 
you’re growing feminized or regular 
seeds, how much space you have avail¬ 
able, the desired container size at finish 
(bigger is better), the number of lights 
you are going to use, and of course how 
long you can vegetate the plant for to 
build growth structure. 



Once seedlings have established and 
become young vegetative plants, growth 
rates become exponential, especially if 
you have started from regular seed ver¬ 
sus feminized seed or older clone stock. 
Now you can either pinch, bend or tie the 
upper growing branches down to encour¬ 
age bushier, wider growth which also 
helps fill in space for bigger yields while 
conserving vertical height. Applications 
of kelp extracts and B-vitamin supple¬ 
ments also promote bushier growth and 
may increase overall rates of growth. 
Beneficial bacteria and fungi solutions 
can also be applied at the roots, so your 
plants can grow a bigger root system that 
can process more water and nutrients. 

Initially, plant your sprouted seeds or 
rooted cuttings into 6” pots or 1-gallon 
containers. Within about 10 to 14 days, 
they’ll be ready for transplant into larger 
containers for the vegetative growth 
phase. Super sativas should never 
encounter restricted root growth—it will 
stunt yield potential. In this setup, plants 
will finish with two plants per 1000-watt 
lamp, so 10-gallon containers were used 
for a five-week vegetative period (from 
seed) before final transplant into the 
20-gallon size just prior to initiating the 
bud cycle. 

Screening Sativas 

Once the bud phase begins, sativas 
usually like to stretch for the first few 
weeks after the change, which can be 
used to the grower’s advantage to use 
fewer plants to fill a given space for high 
yields of dense sticky buds. As within 
the vegetative stage, branches can be 
trained to grow laterally through early 
flowering, in this instance through a 
galvanized wire mesh screen which will 
also help to support the heavy flower¬ 
ing tops later. Make sure the support 
you construct is secure and sturdy. 
Positioning the wire frame just above 
the plants when you initiate flowering 
(12/12 light cycle) gives some resistance 
to the plants as they tend to make 
efforts to reach for the sky when the 
light cycle changes. Supplying carbohy¬ 
drate supplements just prior to or at the 
onset of flowering also helps to reduce 
stretching in the super sativas growth 
before they slow vertical growth and 
start filling out the flowering sites to 
yield massive colas.

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Lighting Sativas 

Sativas benefit from lots of intense light. 
Air-cooled reflectors help keep grow room 
temps from rising above optimal and lets 
the super sativa tops finish closer to the 
light source for increased density because 
the buds aren’t overheating. 

Keeping a tighter difference between 
day and night temperatures at the onset 
of bud development further helps to cut 
down on the sativa stretch factor. In this 
Canadian medical grow, the heat from 
the gas-fired carbon dioxide generator is 
captured via water radiator and is blown 
back through the air during the dark 
cycle. This cuts down the heat when it 
is unwanted during lights on, and gives 
it back when the lights go out and the 
room begins to cool off. Avoiding high 
humidity levels and big swings in those 
levels also encourages tighter and health¬ 
ier growth in medicinal sativa crops. 

Sativa Support 

Make sure you have lots of support for sati¬ 
vas. As they begin to mature, the buds can 
be enormous and heavy; a very nice prob¬ 
lem to have for growers! Sativas typically 
prefer lighter crop feedings, and should be 
allowed to have a longer flush period to 
reduce any accumulated fertilizer residues

before the plants are harvested. 

If you give your super sativas lots of 
light, space for growth and room for the 
roots, you stand to harvest some heavy 
yields of out-of-this-world connoisseur 
quality buds that promote a more active 
and functional effect that offers patients 
and recreational users a welcome alter¬ 
native to the popular selections of today. 

Happy growing! 
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Since 1964, the department of Cauca frf Colombia has witnessed thousands 
of killings as the guerrillas of FARC (Fuerzas Armadas Revoluciharias 
de Colombia, or the Revolutionary Armed Forces of Colombia) and the 
Colombian government’s military and security services wage war against 
each other. Both coca and cannabis are cultivated in the lush mountains here, 
and tierce battles havejbeen waged for control of the region. Hundreds of 
thousands of civilians have fled the rural areas for the safety of the cities. But 
there are mi 


iany who l|ave stayed and rely on cannabis crops for their survival. 
Two journalists ventured into the mountains of Cauca and filed this report.

T he blast of wind delivers the smell 
of wild-growing cannabis, a pun- 
gently sweet scent mingled with 
the smells of the rainforest. The marijuana 
bush—hidden in the cities and hunted by 
the police—grows higher in this part of 
the country than the coffee plants, and 
its fragrance is far more intense than any 
other local vegetation. At times, the breeze 
is suffused with the scent. 

There are three of us riding on motor¬ 
cycles: The guide, a white guy around 25 
years old, leads the way. Next comes Car¬ 
los, the photographer. I’m last, following 
just a few meters behind. 
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Farmers transport 
crops on a horse 
and motorcycle to 
the drying area.

Yesterday, while we were drinking cof¬ 
fee and sitting on a sidewalk in El Palo, a 
young guy who looked no different from 
any other in the region—dark, short, with 
a tiny mustache—told us that they were 
waiting for us “up there.” The phrase was 
compelling: “Up there” meant the moun¬ 
tains. “Up there” meant guerrillas. “Up 
there” was where we wanted to go. 

And so we’re ascending a muddy and 
meandering trail that runs from El Palo, 
a village in Caloto north of Cauca, to 
Tacueyo. Half an hour after our depar¬ 
ture, we arrive at the only house in the 
area and leave our bikes under its eave. 

The young guy we met in El Palo is 
there. He goes to the back of the house 
and returns a moment later, signaling for 
us to follow him. 

We hike through a jungle of banana 
trees, corn, coffee and coca. We walk in 
silence as the sound of a stream grows 
louder. Even though the land belongs to 
the natives and the peasants, the guer¬ 
rillas of FARC monitor everything—and 
they don’t like strangers. 

“People have to obey,” our guide says 
simply. “They represent the law in the 
mountains.” 

Under an arbor, a big man dressed 
in a white T-shirt and blue jeans sits 


waiting for us. His blue eyes have the 
look of a person who has lost any sense 
of pity or compassion. He doesn’t bother 
to introduce himself. He isn’t here to be 
interviewed; he’s here to question us. 

He asks us who we are and why we’ve 
come. We tell him we’re journalists hop¬ 
ing to visit the marijuana cultivations 
and meet the growers. With each of our 
answers, he searches our eyes to confirm 
that what we’re saying is true. 

After a few questions, he lets down 
his guard and the questioning becomes 
more of a conversation. “Poor peasants,” 
he says. “They do whatever they can. We 
don’t bother them and they don’t bother 
us. Sometimes we act as mediators in the 
disputes. The government abandoned 
this region for a long time, and we have 
had to assume the authority.” 

Our interrogation is short, maybe 15 
minutes. The man remains in his chair 
and watches as we depart so he can then 
disappear unseen back into the moun¬ 
tains. (Later, we find out that he was the 
head of a militia.) 

The following morning, we cross the 
stream we’ve been hearing since the 
beginning of the journey and continue 
on our trek. In time, we come upon 2,000 
marijuana plants reaching three meters 


high. Corinto, or Corintian, is the strain. 
The most common strain in Colombia 
these days is Santa Marta Golden, which 
has been grown in the departments of 
Magdalena and Cesar in northern Colom¬ 
bia ever since demand exploded during 
the 70s. (The “departments” in Colombia 
are similar to US states or Canadian 
provinces.) Corinto is produced in the 
department of Cauca, which is situated 
in southwestern Colombia and borders 
the Pacific Ocean. 

According to Martin Sepulveda, a 
chemical engineer from Universidad 
Nacional, the THC content of marijuana 
growing in the north of the country 
and in Cauca, in the west, measures at 
extremely low levels—no more than 2 
percent. But in terms of the cannabis 
gene pool, Santa Marta Golden and 
Corinto each possess links to the high- 
end, horticulturally enhanced strains 
prized throughout the world. 

In Colombia, kind bud is commonly 
known as cripi, and it’s far more costly 
than Corinto. But Corinto is actually 
preferred by many Colombians, who find 
cripi too intense. To say the least, Corinto 
is a milder buzz, and it’s also easier on the 
wallet. Some Corinto crops go to Europe, 
but the bulk of it stays in-country. 
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Carmen is the owner of the stream, 
the banana trees and, of course, the 
expansive held. She greets us respect¬ 
fully, in a manner characteristic of the 
natives, lowering her eyes when facing 
someone unknown to her and smiling 
shyly. She is 41, with dark, naive eyes 
that provide a poignant contrast to her 
thick and aging hands. She wears a plain 
white skirt and a pink shirt with no 
print. Her hair is gathered in a bun held 
with a piece of stocking. She wears no 
earrings or necklaces. 

She tells us of a Dutchman who 
arrived in this same place three years 
ago. When he saw the field, he lost his 
sanity, diving into the plants, running 
through them and rubbing his arms, 
face and legs with the leaves. I decide 
to emulate that Dutchman, but on a 


significantly less unnerving scale: I rip 
off a leaf and rub it in my hand to smell 
its perfume. 

Ah, the forbidden leaf, as well-known 
as the Coca-Cola logo, with millions of 
devotees throughout the world. I turn to 
Carmen. “Have you smoked marijuana?” 

I ask. 

She laughs as innocently as a child 
would. She answers “no”—a prolonged 
noooo. The people here know how to sow 
the seeds, they know how to dry, press 
and sell it, but they don’t know how to 
roll a joint, much less the feeling of being 
high. The ones smoking it are the “set¬ 
tlers”—the city folk. 

Carmen doesn’t own a car or a motor¬ 
cycle. The only luxury she has is her TV 
set. She says that her husband treats her 
well, then laughs once again. Husbands 


in this part of Cauca have to be faithful: 
In the same way that the guerrillas solve 
money issues between growers and drug 
lords, they also mediate issues involv¬ 
ing women—not because of conservative 
values, but because they seek to avoid 
the spectacle of fights between deceived 
women, or between men armed with 
machetes. 

After discussing the marital benefits of 
the region, Carmen says that if it wasn’t 
for the marijuana crops, she would have 
already left for Cali with a sign claiming 


to be homeless and exiled. 

“If I sell my bananas, I have to pay 
for transportation, which costs 20,000 
pesos [$11.38], to Santander de Quili- 
chao, which is two hours away. If I sell 
five hands of bananas, they give me 7,000 
pesos. And if I don’t sell them, I have to 
throw them away. Marijuana is different. 
The buyers come here, they pay cash and 
leave without asking any questions.” 

Each of her plants yields approxi¬ 
mately 350 grams. Two thousand plants 
yield 700,000 grams, 1.4 pounds or 
56 arrobas. In this region, the current 
price of an arroba (which run from 11 
to 15 kg) is 170,000 pesos ($96.81). In 
a month, after Carmen harvests, she’ll 
earn 9,250,000 pesos ($5,267.65), which 
will be divided with her partner, another 
peasant. Her half of the sale, about 


4,760,000 pesos ($2,710.70), is all the 
money she’ll have until the next harvest, 
six months away. 

To start a new garden, Carmen must 
prepare the soil, buy a pound of seeds 
at 10,000 pesos ($5.69), invest 1 mil¬ 
lion pesos ($569.47) in various pieces 
of equipment, and pay the salary of the 
three workers who help her trim. Each 
worker earns 20,000 pesos ($11.38) for 
a 12-hour workday, and they toil seven 
days a week. 

After leaving Carmen’s plantation, 
we again make our way toward 
Tacueyo, an indigenous village on 
a reservation of the Nasa commu¬ 
nity. Upon arrival, the first thing 
one sees is an Evangelical church. 

A man dressed in a woolen suit 
distributes leaflets warning of the 
sins of the soul and the sufferings 
of Hell. 

But just five kilometers away, 
hidden among the mountains 
(where everything illegal in Colom¬ 
bia is situated), a greenhouse stands— 
one of more than 100 in the region. The 
owner is a white man with an accent that 
stamps him as hailing from the depart¬ 
ment of Antioquia. He lights a joint 
inside the enclosure where 200 plants of 
cripi thrive, each one already one meter 
high. “The ones on this side are White 
Widow; the other ones are Skunk #11,’” 
he says. 

They’re just two of approximately 
30 varieties of cripi that are grown in 
Colombia. Others include Super Star, 
Fulanita, American Golden, Purple #1 
and Blueberry. The price of an envelope 
of five seeds varies from 50,000 pesos 
($28.47) to 250,000 pesos ($142.36)-far 
higher than Corinto, which costs only 
10,000 pesos ($5.69) for 100 seeds. 

But cripi is harvested in less time, and 
an arroba is sold for 6,250,000 pesos 
($3,559.22), almost 40 times more than 
Corinto. Even so, the peasant farmers 
still prefer Corinto. 

“The cultivation of the imported seeds 
is a white man’s business,” says Don Gus¬ 
tavo. He’s a farmer tending 5,000 Corinto 
plants and living in a remote town of 
only 26 houses. Don Gustavo has three 
sons and a granddaughter—and they still 
don’t know what marijuana is and what 
it’s good for. 

Eduardo, the oldest son, wants to 
study civil engineering. While attempting 
to save up the money to study in Cali, 
he oversees the family business. He says 
that one year ago, he took 20 arrobas of 
weed to the municipality of Corinto to

sell them to a client coming from Medel¬ 
lin. With his mother, Luz Angela, they 
packed the merchandise into the back of 
the car as well as the front seat. Eduardo 
was forced to travel hanging out the 
window of the passenger side. 

“We had a cell phone on, and every five 
minutes we called people we knew that 
lived on the road, to see if there were any 
soldiers on the way,” he recalls. “We were 
almost there when we lost the signal. 

The only thing to do then was to entrust 
ourselves to Virgin Mary. Though she is 
never one to stay quiet, my mother drove 
in silence, as if she could sense something 
was about to happen. When we got to a 
curve, we saw an infantry brigade that 
was unloading gear on one side of the 
road. ‘Son of a bitch!’ my mother cursed. I 
did, too: ‘Son of a bitch, they caught us!”’ 

As Eduardo tells the story, Luz Angela 
crosses herself to thank God for sparing 
her life. “My mother continued at the 
same speed. One of the soldiers held up 
his hand, indicating for us to stop.” 

The Colombian military generally 
doesn’t bother about cultivation; the 
guerrillas, who are organized and strong, 
are its main concern. But in this case, 
the soldiers would certainly seize their 
harvest, and arrest was likely. 



Eduardo and his mother had no choice. 
“Most times, you can bribe them with 
money or give them a pound,” he contin¬ 
ues. “But that day we couldn’t, because 
there were too many. When they’re in a 
gang, there is nothing one can do.” 

As they neared the soldiers, Luz 
Angela accelerated the car. The sol¬ 
diers began firing. “The bullets were 


everywhere,” Eduardo says. “Not just 
from behind, but from the mountains, 
from everywhere! I ducked down in the 
car and closed my eyes.” 

Miraculously, they made it clear that 
day, and the soldiers opted not to give 
pursuit. But the omnipresent danger that 
Eduardo and his family face in order to 
survive in their rural mountain home¬ 
land is always on their minds. 

In the middle of a soccer field, a pair 
of men place freshly harvested weed on a 
canvas that has been extended across the 
grass. Inside a nearby house, a woman 
who is seven months pregnant uses scis¬ 
sors to cut hundreds of buds from the 
stalks. They fall to the floor, burying her 
feet. She has been trimming for six hours, 
and her spine hurts due to the weight of 
her belly. Her fingers are covered with the 
sticky black resin that can be turned into 
Colombian finger hash, which sells for 
400 pesos ($0.22) per gram. 

A 12-year-old girl spreads out the skirt 
of her uniform under the feet of the preg¬ 
nant woman and, with her clean fingers, 
digs out the seeds from the branches. 

“Do you know what marijuana is good 
for?” I ask her. 

“For the flu—and the seeds are to be 
given to the chickens.” 
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Tiresias Mist is a naturally occurring 
mineral mixture that allows growers 
to isolate a branch of a female plant 
and enable it to produce male 
characteristics (i. e. pollen sacs). 
Because the genetics originate from 
a female plant you will only have 
feminized seeds... GUARANTEED! 
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Since 1948, the World Health Organi¬ 
zation has defined the cannabis plant as 
harmful to human beings. But mountains 
of evidence—medical, scientific and anec¬ 
dotal—have already refuted this claim. 
Cannabis relieves the nausea and loss 
of appetite in those undergoing chemo¬ 
therapy. It prevents epilepsy attacks. It 
calms joint, neural and muscular pain, 
and it aids in unblocking the respiratory 
passages. 

Up in the mountains, the inhabitants 
are also learning the healing virtues of 
marijuana. A group of six natives, led by 
chemists from Universidad del Valle in 
Cali, process the plant and manufacture 


special ointments to 
relieve coughs, rheu¬ 
matism, neuralgia and 
muscular pains. Apart 
from the ointments 
for therapeutic use, 
they also manufacture 
cosmetic products such 
as essences, perfumes 
and soaps. But because 
of the illegality of mari¬ 
juana, the articles are 
only marketed in that 
general area. 

“If there are people 
inhaling gasoline and glue, why doesn’t 
anybody forbid those things? Alcohol and 
cigarettes are much more harmful, but all 
of that moves a lot of money,” says Don 
Gustavo angrily. 

Then he calms himself. He sees a white 
man waiting for him at the entrance to 
his home. Don Gustavo disappears inside 
with him. When he returns, he says that 
he has an order to press and pack 25 
arrobas for the following day. 

The press is a hydraulic jack hovering 
over a steel box. The marijuana is placed 
inside the box with a board on top. The 
jack then presses the weed into a com¬ 
pact arroba square, ready to be packed 


in a black bag that is completely covered 
with tape to mask the scent. The press’s 
owner gets paid 5,000 pesos ($2.84) for 
each arroba; during the week, he packs 
up to 70. Traffickers who arrive in the 
region pay a war tax to the guerrillas of 
18,000 pesos ($10.25) for each arroba. 
But no such tax is charged to the peas¬ 
ants. Each week, up to 30 tons come out 
of Cauca to be distributed throughout 
Colombia. 

Before noon, the arrobas are packed, 
sealed and organized in a corner of the 
courtyard. Don Gustavo’s arm is aching, 
and he sits on one of the arrobas. Fac¬ 
ing him are three chickens pecking the 
ground in search of any tasty cannabis 
seeds they may have missed. 

We travel back to Bogota with our 
clothing reeking of herb. On the plane 
home, I think of Carmen, a simple- 
hearted, courteous peasant woman who 
knows no malice. I think of Eduardo and 
his mother barely surviving the bullets 
of the soldiers. I think of a woman seven 
months pregnant trimming for six hours 
straight, and a young girl who thinks 
that marijuana is only good for the flu 
and to feed the chickens. 

The smoke of our cannabis is made 
out of all those lives. ^

In his novel The Wild Boys, 
William S. Burroughs writes: 
“Under pretext of drug control, 
suppressive police states have 
been set up throughout the 
Western world... The police 
states maintain a democratic 
fagade from behind which 
they denounce as criminals, 
perverts and drug addicts any¬ 
one who opposes the control 
machine.” He wrote this in 
1969, just as Nixon was conceiv¬ 
ing the early stages of the Drug 
War. Has the Drug War become, 
as Burroughs predicted, an 
excuse to set up police states 
both at home and in other 
countries? 

It’s a strange usage of the 
word “war,” because we were 
coming out of the Vietnam 
War and all of a sudden we 
were in the War on Drugs. 
Johnson had used the phrase 
“War on Poverty,” so I believe 
that was where the usage 
came from. Seven or eight 
days after I got back from 
Vietnam in December ’68,1 
was busted at the Mexican 
border carrying some Viet¬ 
namese pot back to the US. I 
was facing federal smuggling 
charges, a hve- to 20-year 
sentence. I was put in jail in 
San Diego County, which had 
a capacity of 2,000, maybe 
2,500, but had 5,000 kids 
inside—all young, most of 
them for drugs—and that was 
when I heard this term used: 
“There’s this new thing com¬ 
ing” ... you know, the “War on 
Drugs.” Because Nixon was 
coming into office in Janu¬ 
ary ’69, and sure enough, the 
guy kept pushing the “silent 
majority” and law and order. 
At that point, the country 
seemed to be on the cusp of 
embracing liberalism with the 
revolt against the Vietnam 
War, and the Nixon regime 
played into it—and was 
duplicitous in that regard. 
And then they really cracked 
down: People started to go 
to jail heavy, and the borders 
were starting to be looked 
at heavily, and pot became 
a “dangerous drug.” Then, 
when Nixon got destabilized 


and was removed from office 
after Watergate, it felt again 
like there would be a new era 
of liberalism, but that was 
stunted by the failure of the 
Carter presidency. 

You know, there was a 
great excitement at that 
time. I was at the Democratic 
National Convention at Madi¬ 
son Square Garden in New 
York in 1976. It was the 200th 
anniversary of America, and 
with Carter there was such a 
sense of liberation. I remem¬ 
ber that feeling of anticipa¬ 
tion, but it never happened. 
The country never went that 
way; it went back to its Cold 
War roots with Reagan, who 
cracked down on drugs, and 
everything was given to greed 
and privatization, to making 
money and “just saying no” to 
drugs. It became a full-scale 
war and has grown into what 
it is today, essentially, close to 
a police state. 

But the concept of med¬ 
dling in other countries 
and cutting down on their 
illicit drugs became the next 
issue once they realized they 
couldn’t contain our consum¬ 
erism here. They went after 
the South American countries 
for cocaine and grass. 

Is that part of what attracted 
you to Savages? 

It was an exciting subject 
with a fresh take on the Mexi¬ 
can cartels and the indepen¬ 
dent growers of California. 
The nature of the book is a 
hypothetical situation: What 
if the cartels were to reach 
out and try to control the 
independent trade here in 
California? That concept is 
interesting and can be played 
hypothetically; whether it 
really happens, we will see. 

Also, it was a chance for 
me to get back into another 
side of myself, which is still 
anarchic and rebellious. I 
loved the characters and the 
conflict. Half the cast is under 
25 and the other half is over 
40, so there’s quite a genera¬ 
tional conflict, too. We’re just 
finishing and mixing the film. 
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As a representative of High 
Times , I truly hope you enjoy 
it. Certainly, if you appreciate 
California weed—as I have 
for many years—you’ll realize 
that we’re somewhat close to 
the money when we say that 
California has surpassed Thai¬ 
land, Jamaica, South Sudan 
and certainly Mexico as the 
king and queen of quality 
weed. I’m thinking myself 
of getting into the business, 
although I suspect there’d be 
a lot of stress with the Feds 
changing the rules all the 
time ... those bastards. 

We’ve tried to police our way 
out of the Mexican Drug War, 
and it’s only gotten worse. 
Could we legalize our way out 
of the Mexican problem, with 
these cartels as big and strong 
as they are right now? 

It’s primarily an Ameri¬ 
can problem, but it’s become 
a Mexican problem. We’ve 
created this morass with our 
anti-drug policy and the Drug 
Enforcement Administration 
and now ICE [Immigration 
and Customs Enforcement] 
merging the drug issue with 
immigration law and then 
merging it with the concept of 
terrorism—which is the next 
step, of course: The cartels are 
“narco-traffickers” and will 
become “narco-terror states” 
the next thing you know. And 
we’ve dislocated the Mexican 
economy to a large degree— 
not just with the Drug War, 
but with NAFTA. Everything 
we’ve done to Mexico ... you 
know, Porfirio Diaz was right: 
“Poor Mexico—so far from 
God, so close to the United 
States!” 

If we legalized drugs 
and took the profit out of 
the marijuana, cocaine and 
heroin business, it would be 
an interesting relocation of 
world assets. Some people say 
that the money supply in the 
banks, the liquidity, would dry 
up right away. I don’t know 
enough about banking, but it 
would be very interesting to 
see the dislocations that would 
happen now if we were to go 


back the other way. We can’t 
go on this way, because our 
prisons are completely stuffed, 
but the prison industries and 
their unions have no interest 
in changing that—the more 
prisoners, the more money for 
them. Schwarzenegger tried to 
reform this in California, but 
was effectively blocked by the 
prison guards’ union. It’s in 
their interest, like the military, 
to keep the money flowing. 

There’s a new book by 
Michelle Alexander, The 
New Jim Crow Laws [see the 
review on page 34], and her 
thesis is that there are more 
African-Americans per capita 
in prison now than there 
were living under slavery in 
1860—so she’s saying it’s a 
form of Jim Crow. We’re basi¬ 
cally destroying the lives of so 
many young people, putting 
them in jail, men and women. 
It’s blighting the culture and 
coarsening our country. 

I just watched your 2009 docu¬ 
mentary South of the Border, 
and I was amazed at how the 
coup attempt against Hugo 
Chavez ran-if you replaced oil 
with copper-almost exactly 
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like the successful coup against 
Salvador Allende 40 years ago. 
Do they just come up with a 
good script and keep using it? 

Well, it’s an old story, you 
know—Allende was not the 
first. With Chavez, it was 
blatant, the US was caught, 
but this has gone on since the 
turn of the century. In 1898, 
with the Spanish-American 
War, we went into Cuba on 
the basis of helping liberate 
the Cubans from the Spanish 


and ended up owning the 
island. We kept doing it in 
Haiti, all over the hemi¬ 
sphere; ours was a gangster’s 
racket done legally. The 
Panama Canal, the capture of 
resources in Central America, 
United Fruit, Guatemala— 
there were dozens of inter¬ 
ventions, coups, backdoor 
deals ... a true cesspool in the 
backyard of our empire. 

You know, it’s in our inter¬ 
est to try to avoid a coup 


that’s too noisy. And often, the 
American people have no idea 
of what happened in any of 
these countries—but it does 
go on. After the very success¬ 
ful Guatemalan coup of 1954, 
our government kept at it in 
Brazil in ’64, they did it in the 
Dominican Republic, Peru, 
Bolivia ... Allende in Chile 
in 1972 was a big step, and 
because Nixon and Kissinger 
were suspected of being 
involved, it became a mess in 
the wake of Vietnam. Vietnam 
was supposedly the end of 
that era of American colonial 
adventurism; we thought with 
a big exclamation point that 
“we can’t do this anymore!” 
But Nixon and Kissinger 
proved they could do it, right 
away , in Chile. Elsewhere, too, 
it was going on—the next big 
country to fall to the secret 
war was Argentina in 1975. 

Unknown to most 
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Americans, we were all over 
Central America in the 1980s. 
As you know, the benevolent- 
looking Ronald Reagan was 
an imperialist of the worst 
kind. More innocent people 
died under his watch, prob¬ 
ably, than in all the previous 
interventions in South and 
Central America. And the 
intervention in Nicaragua 
was particularly ugly, with so 
many civilians murdered—but 
it went on and on. 

The interesting thing about 
South of the Border was being 
able to witness a movement in 
South America that was really 
inspired by our disastrous eco¬ 
nomic policies from the 1980s. 
Basically, we were giving these 
countries, through the IMF 
and the World Bank, money 
under very tough conditions 
and controlling their econo¬ 
mies and telling them what 
to do. People revolted against 
it, and in democratic elec¬ 
tions across the board, many 
countries elected socialists 
or people of the left, includ¬ 
ing Chavez in Venezuela, Evo 
Morales in Bolivia, Rafael Cor¬ 
rea in Ecuador, Cristina and 
Nestor Kirchner in Argentina, 
Lula da Silva in Brazil, Fer¬ 
nando Lugo in Paraguay—all 
of this came about because of 
our policies. Yet the American 
media wrote about it as if it 
had never happened because 
of us, and further implied that 
there was a “good left” and a 
“bad left,” and so we started 
the process of trying to divide 
these countries to win back 
our influence. 

These new leaders made a 
big difference. If you talk to 
people in the street, they’ll tell 
you that these new, democrati¬ 
cally elected leaders provided 
a tremendous lift to their spir¬ 
its and their economy. Mark 
Weisbrot at the Center for 
Economic Policy and Research 
in Washington did a great 
deal of work on this. He’s very 
accurate on the economics and 
was a co-writer of our film, 
with Tariq Ali. 

Obama’s a big disappoint¬ 
ment to these people as, after 


all the phony talk, he kept 
the same people in place who 
work in the State Department 
on South American affairs— 
the same bureaucracy, the 
same mindset and the same 
repression. James Steinberg, 
the recently departed deputy 
secretary of state, was a pow¬ 
erful voice against such reform 
worldwide. Nor is Hilary Clin¬ 
ton any friend to reform. 

We have new military 
bases in Colombia, which 
has created a deep rift in the 
region. We have a new South 
American military command, 
USSOUTHCOM, as we do 
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in Africa, that sails around 
countries like Brazil anger¬ 
ing everyone with their show 
of force. The United States 
has reached a place of being 
almost universally hated by 
most every country in the 
world, except for a few dicta¬ 
tors and the few people who 
benefit from making money 
with us. We occupy the role of 
international bully, policeman 
and, worse, covert interven¬ 
tionists. Which is a way of say¬ 
ing: If you don’t do things our 
way, we will rearrange your 
country—or if you really step 
out of line, we’re going to put 
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you on an “axis of evil” terrorist list. Woo- 
hoo! Can you imagine the karma we’re 
building up? Look out, 2001 redux—but 
sequel time always means “bigger, better!” 

It’s depressing that we never seem to 
learn anything from our global arro¬ 
gance. But at the same time, in our 
media, we continue to blithely assume 
we’re the good guys. Quel chutzpah, non ? 

Tell me about this new documentary series 
you’re working on, The Untold History of 
the United States. 

That’s an attempt to get a little 
sunlight into this land of fog. It’s the 
hardest thing I’ve ever done, and the 
most ambitious. I set out on this project 
four years ago with Peter Kuznick, who 
is an associate professor in the history 
department at American University and 
also the director of their Nuclear Studies 
Institute. His expertise is Hiroshima. 

We opened with a World War II chapter 
on the atomic bomb, and we got more 
and more involved and ended up saying, 
“Well, let’s take it all the way up to 2012.” 
It’s an interpretive history of major 
patterns from 1900 on; it starts in 1945, 
peels back to 1900, and then moves for¬ 
ward through the Cold War to today ... 

It’s very hard to accomplish this in 10 
hours. There have been so many events, 
but I think we’ve looked for the patterns 
that have determined our behavior—and 
to understand why, after World War II, we 
fell for this addiction to power and war. 
But the series took two years longer than 
we thought it would; we’re over budget 
and out of time. We were supposed to 
come out in May of this year, but because 
Savages was moved up to July, we’re com¬ 
ing out on Showtime in November. 

My three children have all studied his¬ 
tory. They’re all interested, but they don’t 
really understand American history any 
more than I did at their age. The texts 
are essentially ethnocentric: America 
always comes first... 

Look, many have made repeated fun of 
my sense of history in the past because 
I’ve gone out there as a dramatist and 
taken chances. But in this series, we have 
very solid evidence on our behalf. There’s 
a strength to this thing—it’s like leaving 
behind a legacy. This is for the kids, for 
the future. You didn’t hear about this 
history, because I didn’t get it in school— 
and I went to some pretty good schools. I 
want to finish my life right, and I want it 
to be the best work I’ve done ... 

The other documentaries I enjoyed, 
but they were essentially road movies. 
This is a classic documentary done with 



style, editing and a narrative that will 
make it entertaining to watch without 
saying, “Oh, I’ve seen this before.” That’s 
the secret. It’s the hardest thing to do, to 
make something fresh ... I’m not looking 
for fights—I just don’t want to run from 
what I think is the truth. 

I’m curious-what do you think of the 
Occupy movement? 

I think it’s what we need: an aware¬ 
ness. These people are echoing this time. 
For that, you have to be there, you have 
to show up, you have to take nonviolence 
and make it active and interesting, like 
that approach with the Guy Fawkes 
masks. By showing up and irritating the 
establishment at all these places—being 
tear-gassed, unfortunately, or hit with 
rubber bullets and all that shit, being 
beaten and jailed—it’s a necessity. Even¬ 
tually, the great American proletariat 
will understand the state of oppression. 
You know they will when they have 
fought enough wars and when enough 
of their children have been taken away 
from them, and the economy has been 
decimated and so much of what’s good in 
this country has been destroyed. 

The American people ... we’re privi¬ 
leged and we’re entitled, but we also have 
a bone of freedom left in us. I think we’re 
very smart—and we could be counterin¬ 
tuitive here—but these kids were really 
great to do what they did. There’s a lot of 
misunderstanding because the main¬ 
stream media controls so much of the 
public’s perception, and they cast them 
as, you know, the bad guys, whatever— 
the rebels. True rebels have a hard, hard 
time in this country. ^

subject Dry Right 
from: Dave 


^I’ve just harvested some bud, 
and my boy tells me to hang 
it and then put it into a paper 
bag for a week. Is he right, or 
is there a better way? 


Dear Dave, 

No, he’s not right. Paper bags are not 
the ideal way to cure your buds. Hang 
them up until they’re dry on the out¬ 
side and the stems crack instead of 
bending. Then chop off all the excess 
branches and leaves and put the buds 
into glass jars. Open the jars daily to 
release the moist air trapped inside, 
and you’ll have far better-tasting (and 
better-burning) buds than with the 
method your friend suggested. 

Paper bags can impart a funky 
flavor to your buds, and they’re also 
capable of absorbing moisture too 
quickly and, because they’re perme¬ 
able to air, drying everything out too 
quickly, leaving you with bad-tasting 
and poorly burning nuggets. Do 
yourself a favor and get some sealable 
glass jars to cure and store your buds. 
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Danko Tip: Foliar feeding during the vegetative stage doesn't just provide mild levels of nutrients and clean off the leaves; it 
also weighs down the plant with water weight, making leaves and branches stronger and better able to support heavy buds. 



subject Hydro to Soil 

FROM: Tex 

Could a person root a seedling or clone 
hydroponically and then veg it the rest of 
the way in a soilless mix? How difficult is it 
to transfer between systems? 

Dear Tex, 

Yes, a person absolutely can root a clone 
or start a seedling in a hydroponic sys¬ 
tem and then move it into a soilless mix 
for the duration of vegetative and flower¬ 
ing growth. The key is to be very gentle 
with the roots (and dig a proper hole in 
the soilless mix in which to place them). 
In hydroponics, the roots are either 
developing in a medium such as rock¬ 
wool, coco peat or grow rocks, or simply 
dangling in water and mist. If they’re in 
a medium, place them gently into your 
mix. If they’re dangling in the air, that 
makes it a bit more difficult. Spread the 
roots into the hole you’ve dug in the soil¬ 
less mix, taking care to ensure that the 
taproot (main root) goes deep into the 
medium. Backfill the hole carefully and 
water the plant in. You should see new 
growth within a couple of days as the 
roots adjust to their new home. 


subject Autoflowering Seeds 

from: Jay 

My question is about autoflowering seeds: 
Tell me more about them, please. Are they 


100 percent reliable, and how big will the 
plants get before they start to bud? How 
do they flower without having to reduce 
the light cycle? Do the buds get as big as 
regular plants do? 

Dear Jay, 

Autoflowering seeds are all the rage 
lately, as they’re easy to grow and fin¬ 
ish as quickly as 80 days from plant¬ 
ing. As for their reliability, that depends 
on the source. Seed companies that have 
been around for years are your best bet. 
Typically, autoflowering plants grow to 
about 1 or 2 feet tall before they begin 
to bloom, but some newer sativa- dom¬ 
inant varieties such as Haze Automatic 
from Dinafem can grow up to 3 to 4 feet 
before they start to flower. 

The reason the plants flower automat¬ 
ically-meaning without a decrease in 
the light cycle—is that the breeders have 
added ruderalis genes from regions with 
very short flowering seasons (such as 
northern Russia); these plants have accli¬ 
mated to their climate by developing the 
ability to flower regardless of photope¬ 
riod. These genes typically don’t produce 
plants with high levels of THC, so the 
breeders must carefully work with them 
and test them to ensure that potency lev¬ 
els are maintained. 

The buds from an autoflowering plant 
will grow as big as regular ones, but 
you’ll have fewer buds and branches 
to choose from due to the shortened 


vegetative period. The plant can only get 
so big before it starts to flower and dedi¬ 
cates all of its energy to producing buds. 


subject Pollinating Females 
from Smokey McBongwater 

Here’s an idea I came up with that I 
thought you might be interested in: When 
I pollinate my females, I usually do so with 
a small paintbrush by dipping it into the 
male pollen from a container and then 
applying that pollen directly to certain 
pistils. This way, only some seeds are 
produced in the plant while leaving the 
rest of the buds seedless. So I was thinking: 
Why not “paint” male pollen from various 
strains onto different portions of the same 
female, resulting in numerous seed strains 
popping from the initial main strain (i.e., 
the female) that you wanted to cross all the 
others with (as opposed to growing out a 
separate female for each male)? Assum¬ 
ing this could work, it would allow you to 
get different genetic strains from just one 
female plant. So what do you think? I’m 
considering trying this in the near future. 

Dear Smokey, 

It is possible to pollinate the same female 
with different male genetics, but you 
have to be very careful with the pollen 
and make sure you label the branches 
properly, with the right male listed for 
each one. That way, you’ll get a wide 
variety of different seed stocks from 
the same female based on the types of 
males you use. Keep in mind that all of 
the seeds will have half the genes of the 
female plant, so they’ll all be inherently 
half-related. Grow out the seeds from the 
different branches and choose the stron¬ 
gest seedlings with the most desirable 
traits to continue growing in your gar¬ 
den, and you’ll soon find some keepers to 
hang onto as mother plants. 


subject Must Have Gas 
from PolarMan 

Do I really need C0 2 to grow great bud? I’ve 
heard answers either way, so I’d like to get 
your opinion. 

Dear PolarMan, 

As long as you have good circulation with 
plenty of fresh air entering your grow 
space, it’s not absolutely essential to sup¬ 
plement the area with carbon dioxide gas. 
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Danko Tip: Pin up a few dollar bills onto trees in the area where you plan to grow outdoors. 
If they're still there later, you're good to grow-but if they're gone, find another location. 


High C0 2 levels can increase bud size by 
quite a bit when all the other factors are 
properly in place, but C0 2 injection isn’t 
necessary to grow cannabis flowers unless 
you’re using a completely sealed room 
that gets no infusions of fresh air. C0 2 lev¬ 
els in the air are generally in the range of 
300 to 400 ppm (parts per million), while 
cannabis can handle up to 1,500 ppm and 
thrive. 


subject Organic Fertilizers 
from DoubleTT82 

I’m doing a lot of research into what I need 
to start growing my own. The one thing 
I’m having trouble with is my fertilizers. 

I’ve been growing veggies for many years 
in my garden and in pots. I’ve always used 
store-bought, dry organic fertilizers with 
standard potting soil (i.e., Miracle-Gro). 

I’m going to grow for medical use in a 
non-medical state, so I want my bud to be 
the best that it can be. I’ll be using your 
soilless mix for my first try. I’d love to use 
compost tea, but I don’t have a place to put 
it outside my house. What fertilizers would 
you recommend in the place of compost 
tea? Thanks, High Times, and keep up the 
great work you guys are doing! 

Dear DoubleTT82, 

I don’t recommend using Miracle-Gro 
products for cannabis, for a number of 
reasons. The company’s lab-produced 
fertilizers are made using formulas that 
include all kinds of harmful materials 
(such as sludge, urea and waste) that 
shouldn’t even be allowed in fertilizers 
to be used on products for human con¬ 
sumption. Even Miracle-Gro’s “organic” 
lines are suspect, in my opinion. 

As for real organic products you can 
buy at the store (as opposed to making 
your own compost tea), I like the selec¬ 
tions from companies such as Earth 
Juice, FoxFarm, Canna, Nature’s Nectar, 
Technaflora, Advanced Nutrients, Botani- 
care and General Organics. 


subject Vegetative Times 

FROM: Ole 

I have a simple question: How long do I 
have to let a plant stay in the vegetative 
stage before I can change the light cycle to 
12/12 and force it into bud? What would be 
the minimum amount of time-is it six to 
eight weeks? 


Dear Ole, 

There’s no minimum amount of time to 
begin the flowering stage. Some grow¬ 
ers start flowering shortly after their 
clones have rooted or their seedlings 
have popped out. This is known as “Sea 
of Green” growing, and it results in many 
small plants that stay short and stocky. 
The lower yields are compensated for by 
the shorter growing cycle, since these 
growers typically harvest five gardens per 
year indoors. 

Ideally, the plant should have at least 
a few weeks of vegetative time to develop 
a root system capable of growing bigger 
buds. The longer the vegging time, the 
larger your container should be and 
the more you’ll harvest per plant. Add 1 
gallon of container space for each week 
of flowering (i.e., five weeks of flowering 
requires at least a 5-gallon container). 
Also, fewer plants typically mean less 
severe penalties under a worst-case sce¬ 
nario, so keep that in mind as well. 


subject Clone-Only?

Thanks for the kind words—I’ll be sure to pass them on to my 
colleague Nico Escondido, who wrote the story and did the 
research on all of the lab tests. Some strains are clone-only 
because the male versions do not exist. They may have popped 
out of a bagseed or been the result of a particular female phe¬ 
notype. Without a reliable male, any crosses made with that 
plant will reflect only half of the desired genetics. Many breed¬ 
ers are working hard to backcross and create seed versions of 
clone-only varieties, but it’s hard work and takes several gener¬ 
ations of meticulous crossing and selection. 


subject One Light 
FROM: TDJ 

^lf I’m growing in stealth mode (one plant in a closet), can I use the 
same light for seedlings, vegging and flowering? If so, what’s your 
recommended wattage? Thanks and grow on! 

Dear TDJ, 

If you’re using only one light for all stages of growth, I’d recom¬ 
mend a medium-wattage high-intensity discharge (HID) light. 
Your best bet is either a 400-watt high-pressure sodium (HPS) 
or metal halide (MH) bulb-and-ballast setup. Growers typically 
use an MH for seedlings and vegetative growth and an HPS for 
flowering, but either one can accomplish both tasks without 
too many setbacks. 

Honestly, if you have to use only one, I’d go with a 400- or 
600-watt MH light, as it will keep your plants short and stocky 
early on in life and can create fully formed flowers as well. ^

People who are 
open to experience embrace 
unusual ideas, passionate 
feelings, new adventures and 
anything unconventional.

Hi JP, 

Pain and other subjective 
responses are always a com¬ 
plicated issue. In a nutshell, 
THC and other cannabinoids 
inhibit the activity of one spe¬ 
cific type of serotonin recep¬ 
tor (5HT3) in the body. This 
serotonin receptor increases 
a person’s perception of both 
pain and nausea, so inhibit¬ 
ing it a bit can be a very good 
thing. 


What’s the most harmful thing 
for a pregnant mother to use: 
alcohol, tobacco, coffee or ganja?

Hi Ruby, 

I’m getting a ton of email 
related to pregnancy, so it 
looks like the HT community 
is growing. In terms of the 
research, there is at least one 
study out there suggesting 
something bad for each of

these. Alcohol, especially 
at high doses, is clearly 
the source of fetal alcohol 
syndrome. Tobacco use has 
consistently led to lower 
birth weights and babies 
with smaller heads and 
brains. Some studies say 
caffeine makes for smaller 
babies, but those studies 
are suspect, since women 
who drink a lot of caffeine 
during pregnancy often are 
cigarette smokers. Cannabis 
use doesn’t appear to cause 
low birth weight, but it does 
raise similar concerns. As I 
noted in my June 12 column, 
“a new study out of Australia 
examined almost 25,000 
births: After the researchers 
controlled for all the usual 
socioeconomic correlates, 
they found that moms 
who used cannabis during 
pregnancy had babies who 
averaged 13 ounces lighter 
and a half-inch shorter, and 
were also twice as likely 
to end up in the neonatal 
intensive care unit. None of 
these effects is huge, but at 
the same time—and although 
plenty of folks won’t agree—I 
do have genuine concerns 
about regular cannabis use 
during pregnancy.” ^

The Dennis Hill Story 

More evidence that cannabis 
helps treat cancer. 


A mong the dozens of people now 
claiming to have experienced a 
cancer cure via the Rick Simpson 
method, Dennis Hill certainly stands 
out. In addition to getting a Ph.D. in

And since he’d spent 10 years 
studying cancer at a major university 
hospital, he was well aware of the dan¬ 
gers of the customary cancer treatments. 
So he decided to give the Rick Simpson 
method a try before jumping into radia¬ 
tion and chemotherapy. 

Rick Simpson is a name familiar to 
many High Times readers: He was a 
hospital maintenance worker in Canada 
when he discovered the seemingly mirac¬ 
ulous anti-cancer effects of cannabis 
firsthand. Starting out by treating skin 
cancers topically with hash oil, Simpson 
eventually discovered that consuming 
60 grams of oil within three 
months cleared the cancers 
in nearly 80 percent of the 
people he treated. After 
the Canadian authorities 
realized what Simpson was 
doing, he was charged with 
illegal drug distribution and 
now lives in exile. 


Despite the controversy surrounding 
Simpson’s method, Hill was thrilled to 
discover how well it worked for him. 

“The cannabis cure has been a total non- 
event,” he said. “No doctors, no hospital, 
no pain, no chemo, no radiation, no sur¬ 
gery, no life disruption, never missed a 
day from work or play, 
no death, no grieving 
relatives.” And, as an 
added bonus, the total 
cost for his cure “was 
$650 for the cannabis- 
oil extract from my 
local dispensary.” (Hill 
lives in California.) 

Had he taken the other 
path, his 15 percent 
co-pay would have 
left him with a bill of 
around $75,000. 

The story of Hill’s 
miracle cure is detailed 
and can be seen by viewing the video 
below. After healing himself, he devoted 
a great deal of time to researching 
exactly how cannabis protects the body 
from disease, and his revelations on the 
molecular effects of cannabis are well 
worth reading. 

I recently asked him why the cancer- 
hghting properties of marijuana remain 
so obscure, even in the medical commu¬ 
nity; most doctors have never even heard 
of Rick Simpson, much less his discover¬ 
ies. “There are two reasons I can think 
of,” Hill replied. “Doctors are in bondage 
to the pharmaceutical industry, which 
prefers to have cancer patients shovel¬ 
ing money at them. And doctors are 
afraid of deviating from the norm; thus, 
patients also follow this trend out of fear. 
Patients avoid the cannabis cure because 
of the long and scary stigma of 
dreaded ‘street drugs.’ As long 
as the AMA and the govern¬ 
ment carry on the fear about 
this stigma, we will have to 
be creative about curing our 
cancer. We know that trying to 
educate those who don’t want 
educating is a fool’s errand.”

Stoner Stand-Up 

Attempting to write and perform 
your own cannabis comedy set 
is no laughing matter 


L ike ye court jesters of olde, comedi¬ 
ans have been granted a license by 
society to do what few others can: 
speak the unvarnished truth (couched in 
fart jokes though it 
may be) with relative 
impunity. I’ve always 
admired standup 
philosophers like 
George Carlin, Lenny 
Bruce, Bill Hicks and 
Richard Pryor—men 
with both the brains 
and the balls to 
force us all to look at 
the ugliest parts of 
ourselves and laugh. I’d often pondered 
taking a stab at it myself, but never knew 
if I’d have the nerve. That is, until last 
year, when my comedian buddy Ben Vitoff 
made me put my mojo where my mouth 
is by offering me a five-minute slot in his 
standup showcase. 

Ben is one of the funniest dudes I’ve 
ever known. My wife April first met him 
in 1998 at the Trails headshop in their 
hometown of Phoenix, where the two 
worked together and became good friends. 
Ben moved to Chicago in 2000 and studied 
improv at the illustrious Second City 
comedy school. Since returning to Arizona 
in 2006, he’d been honing his art on the 
circuit, eventually landing a gig booking 
and hosting his own comedy showcase at 
Baja Tilly’s Laugh Lounge in Tempe. 

Ben’s comedy is pretty raw and raun¬ 
chy, but in a very lovable sort of way. 

No matter how offensive or obnoxious 
his jokes get, he never seems to turn the 
audience against him. Most of his mate¬ 
rial is about getting drunk, getting laid, 
getting pissed off and, of course, getting 
stoned. “Arizona is a confusing place 
these days,” he told the audience as he 
opened the show. “We’re now a medical 
marijuana state, which means that you 
can’t get busted for being stoned—but 
you can get busted for being Mexican.” 

Naturally, I planned to rely pretty 
heavily on weed humor as well, but 
I didn’t want to come across as just 
another typical “stoner comic” making 
cliched jokes about how dysfunctional 


and hungry I got when I was high. 
Instead, I decided to focus my brief set 
on my experiences working at the maga¬ 
zine. Here are a few highlights: 

I “It’s a trip work¬ 
ing at High Times , it 
really is. Of course, 
it has some draw¬ 
backs ... like, for 
me, memory loss 
is an occupational 
hazard.” 

I “You know what 
some guy said to me 
last week? ‘If pot 
becomes legal, High 
Times will probably go out of business.’ 
And I’m like, ‘Huh? Dude—we’re the 
McDonald’s of marijuana! The Coca-Cola 
of cannabis! The Walmart of weed! If 
pot were legal, we’d have a fuckin’ game 
show on network TV: ‘Good evening, 
ladies and gentlemen, and welcome to 
another edition of The Bong Show— 
where stoners compete for the ultimate 
stash and prizes!”’ 

I “But High Times will never go out of 
business. You know why? Because stoners 
love looking at pictures of weed! They 
drool over our centerfold like it was the 
hottest piece of ass they’d ever seen. We’ve 
had porn stars on our cover, and believe 
it or not, we sold less copies of those than 
the issues with a plant on the cover! We’re 
porn for potheads, that’s what we are.” 

I “Talk about true love ... I met my wife 
at the Cannabis Cup! I love Amsterdam— 
I’ve been there so many times that I 
have my own lane at customs. It’s true: 
My passport’s been passed around more 
times than a Tijuana hooker.” 

Okay, so I didn’t exactly have them 
rolling in the aisles (well, rolling joints, 
maybe). But I did get a few laughs, and 
frankly, that’s all I was hoping for. I have 
neither the intellect nor the intensity of the 
late, great George Carlin, but at least I had 
the cojones to get up there and give it a 
shot—and thanks to Ben, I had the oppor¬ 
tunity as well. To repay the favor, I invited 
him to Austin to be my co-host for the 10th 
Annual Doobie Awards this March. After 
all, one good burn deserves another.

There’s no other event in the coun¬ 
try that is more central and significant 
to cannabis law reform than NORML’s 
annual conference. These annual events 
are always fun, informative and a great 
place to network. The cannabis law 
reform movement’s best and bright¬ 
est minds will convene there to make 
presentations on important topics con¬ 
cerning all things marijuana, from legal 
issues to the latest medical research.
